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of the State, and the claim* of the people upon the Legislature for 
economy, ought to be either wholly abolished or reduced in eompensa* 
lion. 

Second—What is the condition and probable nature of property and 
assets of every description now owned by the State, and what portion 
thereof can be properly applied to the extinguishment of the public 
debt before new appeals to the people for taxation. 

Third—What is the particular State of the debt of Alabama, whether 
foreign or domestic, how, when and where payable, in what sums and 
to what persons or corporations. 

Fourth—Whether the mode of taxation established by the existing 
revenue laws, is fair and equitable and capable of effecting a reduction 
of the public debt. 

'I'he ilouse refused to adopt the resolutions. 

Message from the Senate, by mr. Kidd : 

Mr. Speaker—The Senate concurs in the resolution of the House of 
Representatives, appointing a committee to wait on his Excelloncy the 
Governor, and have appointed on the part of the Senate, messrs. Dent, 
McClung and Seawell. 

Mr. Rice, from the committee appointed on the part of the House, 
to wait on his Excellency the Governor, and inform him of the organ¬ 
ization of the General Assembly, reported that the Governor informed 
the committee that he would transmit his annual message to the two 
Ho uses this day, at twelve o’clock.

His Excellency the Governor, transmitted to the House by Mr. Gar¬ 
rett, Secretary of State, the following communication, it being his an¬ 
nual message : 
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EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,> 
Tuscaloosa, Dec. 2,1345. > 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

House of Representatives: 

In my last annua! communication, I congratulated you upon the 
comparatively favorable auspices under which you had assembled. In 
addressing you now, I can see nothing in the condition of the State, as 
contrasted with its affairs for several years past, which in the least, for¬ 
bids me from renewing my congratulations, at again meeting you as the 
Representatives of a free and happy people. The Banking system 
which had been adopted by the State, and which has demanded, and for 
some time to come, will continue to demand, heavy exactions in the 
shape of taxes, to discharge the public debt, has received the merited 
condemnation of the community, and, it is hoped is forever abandoned. 
The Banks are all in a state of final liquidation ; the debts due them are 
in process of collection; and the f»ith of the State preserved and her 
credit maintained, as I trust it ever will be, with rigid punctuality. 
Although the unprecedented drought, which pervaded our State, in com¬ 
mon with many other portions of the Union, the past season, has 
deprived the husbandman of the usual rich reward for his labor and in¬ 
dustry, still the signal, inestimable, blessing of health, which our citizens 
have enjoyed, merits from us our most devout homage arid gratitude, to 
the Great Ruler of the Universe, for that, and all other wordly gifts, 
which he has so bountifully bestowed upon us. 

Ky on act approved January twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
forty-five, the Governor was required to appoint an agent, to collect 
from tlie Federal Government, the amount due, from that Government to 
the Slate, lor moneys advanced during the late Creek Indian hostilities. 
A* an early period after the passage of the act, Robert T. Scott, Esq.,of 
Jackson county, wss appointed that agent. He entered promptly upon 
[the discharge of his duties, and has since been zealously engaged in col¬ 
lecting and pieparing the necessary vouchers, to enable him to obtain the 
jjust demands of the Stale. The act under which the agent was ap¬ 
pointed, makes no provisions for furnishing him with the necessary 
[vouchers upon which the claim was founded. I was informed by the 
jBgent, that many of those vouchers which were essential to him in prose¬ 
cuting the ciaiin, were in the Comptroller’s Office. Believing that the 
law authorizing the agents appointment would be entirely nugatorv, and 
pis efforts fruitless, so far as the amount embraced in those papers was 
concerned, without them, and that the General Assembly must have in¬ 
tended that he should have all the papers necessary to effect a settlement 
[with the United States Government, I directed the Comptroller to deliver 
jto him all the papers in his office, connected with the claim, which the 
pgent might deem important to its collection, with instructions to retain 
p lull transcript of each, taking the agents receipt for the original, which 

am informed, was done. Many important papers connected with the 
(claim, I apprehend, have been lost or mislaid, and the rigid exaction of 
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the Federal Government, in requiring in every instance the original 
papera, will, I fear, cause the State to loae no inconsiderable^portion of 
its just tinea. In nettling individual demand*, thie rigid Scrutiny bf the 
Federal Government is perhaps necessary aod justifiable; but when* 
Sovereign Slate discharges a debt to her own citizens for prosecuting| 
war, the expenses of which should have been borne exclusively by the 
Federal Government, every presumption should favor the opinion, that 
the constituted authorities of such State have not done so, except upon 
the most satisfactory evidence. In fact to have discharged such cUimt 
upon such satisfactory evidence, carries with it an obligation on tlitGtii« 
era! Government, to reimburse, in good faith, the full amount of money 
advanced, without reference to the rigid rules usually insisted on by the 
Departments at Washington. 

The sum of one hundred and sixteen thousand dollars, being one half 
of the two per cent, fund, was loaned to the Montgomery and W est Point 
Rail Road Company, on the lirst ot March last ; the Company having 
executed the bonds with security, winch was deemed ample, ag*ee«bly 
to the provisions of an act, authorizing the loan of that fund, approved 
twenty-third dav of January, eighteen hundred and forty-five. 

The Tennessee and Coosa Riil Road Company, aa yet, have made no 
formal application for the remaining half of the two per cent. fund. 

The act does not state who shall have the custody of the bonds, 01 
where they shall be deposited, nor does it direct who is to receive th< 
interest when it becomes due. Toe bonds already taken have been tem¬ 
porarily deposited with the Cashier of the Sta’e Hank. As some con¬ 
siderable lime will elapse before the bonds are payable, I recommend 1 hal 
they be deposited with tire Stale Treasurer, and that he be required tc 
receive the interest ns it accrues on the bonds. 

On the twenty-first day of October, I visited the Penitentiary in confor¬ 
mity with the requirements of the Penal Code. With but few exception*, 
the convicts seemed to have enjoyed good health. The interior ot the pris¬ 
on presented the appearance of cleanliness, with a proper regard to the 
comfort of the inmates. The Institution, however, hasfor some time labor¬ 
ed under heavy pecuniary embarrassments, which have, to a considerable 
extent, impeded its operations, 1 fie cause and extent of those enibar* 
lassments are not fully known to me. The Inspectors, I presume, will 
put you in possession of ail the information on this subject. The proper, 
course to be pursued to rid the Institution of these embarrassments at 
tyell as to avoid them hereafter, is legitimately, a subject for the deli her* 
lion of your honorable bodies. The sum of til teen thousand dollars, ap 
propriated at the last session of the General Assembly, for the support 
of the Penitentiary the current year, it is to be regretted, was tvh oil] 
insufficient to do so, and at the same time, discharge the debts due bj 
tha institution, at the period when the appropriation was made. A largt 
number of the debts due last year have consequently not been paid. 1 
informed of the exact amount now owed by the Penitentiary. Tbii 
will, I presume, be made known to you in the annual report of the I* 
apeetors. A very large portion of this debt was incurred, I understand, 
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for articles famished last year, under.the advise and sanction of the 
Inspectors, and should have been paid at the end of the year. These* 
counts will be presented by the creditors^ to your honorable bodies for 
payment, and will, no doubt, be properly authenticated by the Warden 
and Inspectors, or other satisfactory proof; ^nd I trust that the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly will promptly provide lor their payment, as well as every 
other demand against the Institution, which is ascertained to b* just. 

It is greatly to he regretted that the Penitentiary has not yet been able 
to defray its own expenses. I am not sufficiently conversant with its 
fiscal operations, to state to you why it has not. The reports of the 
Warden and Inspectors will, it is hoped, furnish you full information on 
that subject, and I trust that an acquaintance with the operations of the 
Institution, will enable your honorable bodies, to devise some plan by 
which it may he supported without a resort, as heretofore, to the Treasu¬ 
ry of the State. 

The act for the government of the Penitentiary, approved January 
twenty seventh, eighteen hundred and forty-five, required a store room 
to be built at, or near the institution, as soon as it could be conveniently 
done, under the supervision of the Inspectors. The building has not yet 
been erected. The Inspectors entertain the belief that the location of 
the store house near the business part of the city of Wetumpka, would 
be far better than one at the prison. They were satisfied also, that no 
injury or inconvenience would result to the prison from deferring the 
erection of the store house until the subject could be brought to the no¬ 
tice of the General Assembly. The reason for the course pursued by 
Ihe Inspectors on this subject, will, I presume, be set forth in their an¬ 
nual report. I have no doubt but that some point near the business part 
of the city would be a far better location for disposing of the articles 
rnanufactured at the Penitentiary, than one at or near the prison. With 
Ihose who pass by the institution in going to Wetumpka, it would make 
po material difference, but the largest portion of the public, who trade in 
|hat city are not thus situated, and but few of these will subject them¬ 
selves to the trouble and inconvenience of travelling from the city to the 
Penitentiary and back again to purchase many of the articles manufactu¬ 
red there, which they desire and would purchase, if they were to be had 
(n the city. I presume that an eligible point near the business part of 
fee city, could be procured for a reasonable sum. 1 therefore recommend 
|hat the act of the last session be so modified as to authorize the Inspec¬ 
ts to purchase a suitable lot, provided the same can be obtained At, or 
|nder a price to be prescribed by the Legislature, and that the store 
^ouse contemplated in the act of the last session, be erected on it. 

I The act putting the State Bank in liquidation makes no provision for 
)e appointment of Commissioners, to value the real estate owned by 
tat Bank, and none have consequently been appointed. It will be the 

uty of the General Assembly to make such provision the present les¬ 
ion* 

The act to settle the affairs of the State Bank and Branches, makes it 
ie duty of the President and Directors of said Banks to sell all the real 
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estate belonging to the Banks, duiiug the year eighteen hundred and for, 
ty-five. I am not officially informed whether, or not, alt the real estate 
owned by the Banks has been, or will be offered for sale, within thetim, 
prescribed in the act. I have no idea, however, that all of it will be 
posed of in that time. To obviate all doubt as to the power of the Pre 
sident and Directors of the several Banks to sell such real estate after t)J 
period prescribed, i recommend the passage of an act extending the tinjj 
for disposing of the real estate held by the Banks. 

The final settlement of our whole Banking system, is a subject this 
merits and will no doubt command a large portion of your deliberation!! 
To husband the means of the Banks and to close the whole system at*, 
early a day as practicable, having a proper regard to the interest of thr 
State, as well as those indebted to the Banks, are important duties, pre 
senting themselves very forcibly upon your honorable bodies. I hat« 
not been able to ascertain the aggregate amount collected by all th| 
Banks, under the act of last session, requiring one-third of the amou&i 
tnen due, to be paid within the time prescribed in the act. I fear, how 
ever, that in many instances, the requirements of the act have not bw:| 
complied with. The necessities of the State, independent of the parn 
mount importance of its protecting from further loss, by an indulgent 
which has heretofore, 3s 1 conceive, added greatly to the present va^ 
amount of bad and doubtful debts, demand the collection of the delj 
due the Banks at the earliest period practicable, without unnecessarilj 
embarrassing, or harrassing those in debt to them. The debtors to thed 
institutions, to say the least, had, what was regarded by all, liberal i< 
diligence, previous to the act of last session. I recommend, howevel 
that those who have already paid one third of their debts due the Band 
be allowed to discharge the residue of the debt in two equal annual iJ 
stalments. And that those who have failed to pay one third shall, upd 
paying the same together with another third, at such a period in t| 
early part of the ensuing year as your honorable bodies may designs^ 
together with all costs which may have accrued by their failure to coJ 
ply with the law of the last General Assembly, also be allowed anothl 
year to pay the remaining balance. 

In many instances, persons, after obtaining loans from the Banl 
changed their residence to other parts of the State, and before their n« 
location could be ascertained, the debts were barred by the statute 
limitations. 

A considerable amount has also been lost to the Banks from 
estates of deceased Bank debtors, in consequence of the claims not be 
presented to the legal representatives, within the time prescribed by li 
Considering that the amount due the Banks is scattered, as the debt 
are throughout the State, we may anticipate no inconsiderable incre 
of the sum already lost, from the above named causes, unless some p 
visions are made to prevent it. The agents or officers of the Banks, 
their personal knowledge, can know but little of the condition of I 
debtors, or of their residences; especially when such a length of tit 
has elapsed since the debts were incurred, and when there has been 
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almost entire change in the officer* of the Banka. The fact, that a rerjr 
large majority of the debtors reside remotely from the Banka, render* it 
utterly impracticable for the officers of the Banks to protect the State 
from losses annually accruing from the above name causes. 1, there¬ 
fore, recommend that the law requiring debts to be presented against 
the estates of deceased persons, within a.limited time, so far as the debts 
due the Banks are concerned, as well as the statute of limitations, be re¬ 
pealed. 

In the collection of debts due the Banks on judgments, the Boards ere 
frequently required to give bonds of indemnity to sheriffs, refunding, and 
other bonds, under decrees of the courts ot Chancery, with individual 
security. These legal requirements are not only embarrassing to the 
Boards, but are often serious impediments to the collection of debts 
ascertained to be justly due to the Banks. When bonds become necessa¬ 
ry, in proceedings like those above alluded to, that of the President and 
Cashier, in their official capacity, binding the assets of the Bank to which 
the debt is owing, ought to be regarded as an ample guarantee, without re¬ 
quiring individual security. I recommend, therefore, that the law be 
so modified as as to require the bond of the President and Cashier of the 
Bank to which the debt may be due. 

The aggregate annual amount paid to defray the expenses of the State 
Bank and Branches, is considerable, and should be avoided, as far as is 
compatible with the interest of the State and the convenience of debtors. 
I have for some time looked forward to a period, as well as a state of af¬ 
fairs, in t he Branches, when the President and Directors of the State 
Bank could manage the business of that institution, and also that of all 
the Branches. We have now, I think, reached that period. A compe¬ 
tent agent residing where each Branch is located, in lieu of a Board of 
President and Directors and other officers would avoid a large portion of 
the heavy expenses annually incurred at the several Branches, and would, 
under the control and direction of the Board of the State Bank, be 
entirely competent to discharge all the duties necessary to the settlement 
of the business of those Branches. In making this modification, how¬ 
ever, in the final liquidation of the Banks, the Board of the State Bank 
should be composed of individuals of acknowledged qualifications; and 
to secure the services of such men, a compensation commensurate with 
their services should be attached to the office of President and Directors 
of the State Bank ; I, therefore, recommend that an act be passed re¬ 
quiring the assets of all the Branches to be placed under the control of 
the Board of the State Bank, and that such agent or agents be appointed, 
to reside at the Branches, and with such powers, as your wisdom may 
think best. 

All the information which may be desired in future by the Legislature, 
in relation to the condition of the State Banks, can be furnished by its 
officers, and thus the annual expense incident to the appointment of Com¬ 
missioners to examine the Banks might be dispensed with. 1, therefore, 
recommend the repeal of the law requiring the appointment of Com¬ 
missioners for the examination of the State Bank and Branches. 
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The interest accruing upon the Bonds for theStote Stock in the Mobile 
Bink tip to the year eighteen hundred and lorty-two, wet paid,**] 
understand, from the dividends arising from the stock which the State 
holds in that Bank. Since the periot! above named, however, the Baafc 
has declined declaring dividends on either individual or State stock. 
The interest on the Bonds, however, has been paid by the Bank, and 
the amount so paid, is now claimed as a debt due from the State to that 
institution. As to the reasons for thus withholding dh idends, or whether 
such dividends, if declared, would have been sufficient to pay the interest 
which was due upon the Bonds, I am not informed. If it is ascertained 
that no profits accrued upon the stock held by the State, so that no divU 
(lends could be declared, the debt thus claimed of the State by the Bank, 
is certainly just ; and its payment should be promptly provided for by 
your honorable bodies. If it he the fact, however, that the dividends if 
declared, would have hi en ample to pay the interest on the Bonds, it w II 
be the duty of the President and Directors of that Bank to inform the 
Legislature, of their reasons for withholding them, and thus making the 
payment of the interest on those Bonds, a charge upon the State. Thil 
demand upon the State was certainly unexpected, and the period unpro- 
pitious to exact from her the payment of the interest on the Bonds, coo- 
sideling her other heavy embarrassments, and should have been avoided, 
if the profits arising on the *toek had been sufficient to pay the interest 
on the Bonds; but whether the President and Directors have acted 
wisely, and lor the interest of Stale, as tvell 8S the Bank, in withholding 
dividends, is for the (>eneral Assembly to determine. 

The President and Directors of the State Bank have, ns required in 
the several acts of the Legislature putting the Branch Banks in liqui¬ 
dation, destroyed, by burning, the present year, bills of the different 
Branches, amounting to one million, eighty-six thousand, three hun¬ 
dred and fifty-five dollars. They have also broken and destroyed the 
plates of the State Bank and Branches, agreeably to the provisions of 
an act to settle the affairs ot the State Bank and Branches, approved, 
January twenty-first, eighteen hundred and forty-five. 

I have expressed my views so fully, in my former communications, 
on the subject of funding the debt due for the sixteenth section fund, 
now on deposit in the Banks, that I deem it unnecessary here to repeat 
them, and will only renew my former recommendation, to issue a cer¬ 
tificate of State stock to each township, for the amount due on deposit, 
for a reasonable interest, for such a period as your wisdom may think 
best, renewable at the pleasure of the State; and that the interest an¬ 
nually accruing on the amount of stock to each township, be appropri¬ 
ated to the purposes of education therein. 

The joint resolutions of the last General Assembly, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution, so as to provide for biennial sessions <A 
the legislature have been adopted by so large a vote of the people, 
that there can be no doubt of an earnest desire on the part of their ins* 
mediate representatives, to give effect to the popular ^rili ft is, bow* 
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ever, to be regretted, that so much of the twelfth, section of the third 
article of the constitution, Axing the term of service for Senators for 
three years, had not been expressly repealed in terms,as it 13 in effect, 
by the amending resolutions, fixing that terra for four years, but the 
prescribing a longer term, so clearly abrogates the shorter, that it is be¬ 
lieved no ambiguity can arise it) the construction of the amended in¬ 
strument. 

It is very apparent that the period proposed in the amendment for 
the classification of Senalots, is not so free from doubt, as might bo 
desired, in a fundamental law, yet it is thought by many, whose opin¬ 
ions are entitled to great respect, that the classification is so necessary 
to give validity to the amendments, that it was the intention of the 
amending resolutions to assign that duty to the present legislature, be¬ 
ing “ the first meeting of the General Assembly after the adoption of 
the proposed amendments by the people.” There are others, whose 
opinions are entitled to great consideration, who maintain that “ adopt¬ 
ed” must be regarded as the synonym of “ ratified.” Should the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly consider the word “ adopted” in the sense used in the 
amending instrument, as synonymous with the word “ ratified,” in 
the provision providing for the amendment of the constitution, and 
that the classification of Senators must be made at the first session 
of the General Assembly, after the proposed amendments are ratifi¬ 
ed by the present Legislature, all difficulty could be avoided and lull 
effect given to the expressed will of the people, by a called meet¬ 
ing of the General Assembly at the close of the present session, 
lor the purpose of classifying the Senators, and such additional legisla¬ 
tion as may be necessary to carry out the amendment aud make it ope¬ 
rative. 

The amount collected under the provisions of the present revenue 
bill, will fall greatly short of raising a sufficient sum to pay the interest 
accruing upon our State bonds. I therefore reiterate the views which 
I had the honor to submit to the last General Assembly, on this sub¬ 
ject, and recommend that permanent provisions be made by your hon¬ 
orable bodies to raise, by taxation, aunually, a sufficient amount to pay 
(the interest on our State debt. 

My views have been so fully, and frankly expressed in my former 
communications, upon both the moral and legal obligations, resting 
upon us to provide for, and promptly discharge our public debt, that I 
hardly deem it necessary again to allude to that subject. No State or 
people cau expect that honorable distinction, so much desired by all the 
civilized nations of the earth, when, having the means, they fail to 
maintain untarnished their plighted faith* All laws, both human and 
divine, require a prompt and honest discharge of debts acknowledged 
o be just. The crude notions of the untutored savage have affixed a 
file, or standard, by which just demands are to be enforced, when im¬ 
properly withheld, and the enlightened age in which we live has wise- 
T established a code of morals, which award merited and unqualified 

2 
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condemnation to a State or a nation that fails to discharge promptly hi 
public debt. That Alabama Will, for all time to come, protect and pr«. 
serve unsullied her plighted faith, I have the most abiding confide*** 
I cannot, therefore, close this, my last annual message, without co*. 
gratulating you on the sound and wholesome public sentiment which 
prevails throughout the State on the subject of discharging our public 
debt. No party, or respectable member of any party, has, so far a$|j 
know, encouraged the idea, that under any possible conjecture of cir 
cumstances, should our public faith be violated. Our citizens, undei 
the most heavy pecuniary embarrassments, arising from individual in. 
debtedness, and under an unexampled depression itr the price of otr 
staple products, have, not only submitted to heavy taxation, withon 
complaint, but with scarcely an exception, they have, at ihe bollo 
box, sustained the men by whom such taxation has been imposed 
Under the most disastrous reverses in our markets both foreign end do 
mestic, we are earning for ourselves the proud distinction of beingen 
phatically a debt pay ing people ; a distinction, which, 1 trust, will 1st 
as long as the stars and stripes of our national flag. 

Since the last adjournment of the General Assembly, vacancies ha* 
occurred in the offices of Chancellor of the Middle Chancery division 
of Judge of the third Judicial Circuit; and of Judge of the Count 
Courts of Cherokee and Randolph counties; and a vacancy, also, ei 
ists in the board of Trustees of the University of Alabama for tb 
third Judicial Circuit. 


Our University, which is so justly entitled to the guardianship an 
fostering care of the General Assembly, is realizing the fond anticips 
tions of its most ardent friends. I he wise and salutary course puv 
sued by the board ot I rustees, that of observing the most rigid econc 
my and applying all the surplus means of the institution to the pai 
ment of the heavy debt which has so long hung' over the institution 
promises, at no very distant day, the entire extinguishment of the del 
.Entertaining the fond hope that the board of Trustees will steadily pit 
sue the policy of applying all the surplus means of the University, 
releasing it from its heavy embarrassments, I cannot but indulge tl 
belief, that the Institution, at no distant period, will, under the conli 
anti management ot the present able and efficient faculty, occupy 
high rank among the most famed literary institutions of the country. 

Mwce the adjournment of the last Legislature the public sympafl 
has been most painfully excited by the death of General Andrew Jad 
son. 1 hat event, though not unexpected, has nevertheless excited an* 
fiuence over the feelings of the great mass of the people, which is nd 
exhibited except for the loss of a great public benefactor, whose « 

; h °° ditfustve-to be appropriated by any clots of his ltellow^itixi 
are at hrs deatlvgratefnjly acknowledged by alt With the smgle« 

reepfVAH 0 & at ^ er his Country, no public mao, at his death, I 
received so general and unequivocal a verdict of heartfelt gratitui 
from his countrymen, and with but trifling exception the acrimony 
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party violence has been silenced, while men of alt parties, have paid 
their tribute of grateful sorrow over the grave of the Patriot, Hero, and 
Statesman. I feel that I should be rettuss to the public sentiment of 
the State, were 1 not to urge upon the General Assembly, as the organ of 
the wishes and feelings of the people, the propriety of taking such no¬ 
tice of the death of this great man, as is consistent with the venera¬ 
tion, and regard, which we so justly cherish, not merely for the gen¬ 
eral services which he has rendered the whole country, but for the hard¬ 
ships and dangers which he encountered, in wresting the territory of 
our now flourishing State from the possession of a savage enemy. 
During his recent political career, while no State in the Union has been 
more devoted to the policy of his administration, the people of Ala¬ 
bama have rallied to his support with an enthusiasm and fidelity, not 
more the result of political conviction than of popular gratitude. 1, 
therefore, think we cannot acquit ourselves to our constituents, without 
publicly entering and perpetuatin'; on the Arg/.y/u/irc *'IrcUives of the 
Stale, tin; deep sense the people of Alabama entertain lor iiis services, 
and the sincere regret they have felt for his death. 

The period is near at hand, when my official relations to the Slate 
will cease to exist, and this is the last annual communication which I 
shall have the honor of making to the General Assembly. I have 
been twice elected by my fellow-citizens, to the high and responsible 
trust of the Chief Executive office of the State. At the time when I 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of mv office, the Stale Banks 
were a subject of deeply absorbing interest It) the public mind. A pro¬ 
per disposition of our banking system, which had been, a short time 
previous so engrafted into the confidence of the people, together with 
the numerous duties which usually attach to the Executive otiice, I am 
trank to say, combined to render the station that had just been entrust¬ 
ed to me by the people, both perplexing and embarrassing. Time and 
subsequent events have satisfied me of the correctness of the leading 
measures which 1 have urged upon the Legislature for their adoption, 
in reference to our banking institutions. Its practical operations have 
so conclusively demonstrated the utter fallacy of the whole theory of our 
banking system, that I can but feel assured, that the entire action of 
the General Assembly on this subject, merits at this day, the cordial 
approbation of a large majority of the people. 

I am not so vain as to flatter myself that 1 have been entirely ex¬ 
empt trom error in the discharge of my oliicial duties; but I have the 
proud consolation to know, that, although error may have been the re¬ 
sult ot my action in many instances, it has always been my intention 
and purpose to promote the interest of the State, and the happiness of 
my fellow-citizens. 

In dissolving our official relations, I can with pleasure recur to the 
Uniformly kind and friendly intercourse, which has, at all times, existed 
belwesu us, and I acknowledge with feelings of lively sensibility,, *he 
many acts of courtesy and respect, which i have received at qii time* 
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from the members of tbe General Assembly* la that eepar&ii*^ 
therefore, which is aoou to take ptaoe, permit me, here* to tender to 
each member individually, my high regard, and through you to tbe 
people of the State* my grateful acknowledgments for the confidence 
which they have reposed in me. 

That the spirit of peace and harmony may pervade your de libera* 
tions, and that these may be conducive to the interest of the Siatt?*and 
the happiness and prosperity of our common constituents, is my naoit 
ardent desire,

Mr. Bowdon, from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the joint resolution proposing to amend the constitution, by striking 
therefrom so much as relates to the establishment of Banks, made the 
following report : 

The committee on the judiciary, to whom was referred the joint reso¬ 
lution proposing to amend the constitution, by striking out all the sixth 
article thereof in relation to the establishment and management of Bank?, 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report 
against the passage of the resolution. 

The right of tire General Assemby to charter Banks is not necessarily 
derived from any grant in the constitution, but by the article proposed to 
be stricken out, is greatly restricted. Under the constitution as it is, a 
Bank can be established only by the concurrence of two thirds of both 
Houses of the General Assembly—not morejthan one Bank can be estab¬ 
lished at any one session of the Legislature—two fifths of the capital 
stock must be reserved for the Slate—a proportion of power in the 
directors of the Bank must be reserved to the State, equal almost to its 
proportion of stock ; the State and individual stockholders must be liable 
respectively for the debts of the Bank in proportion lo their stock holden 
therein ; the remedy for collecting debts must be reciprocal for and against 
the Bank. No Bank can commence operations until half of the capital 
stock subscribed for, be actually paid in gold or silver ; which amount 
shall in no case be less than one hundred thousand dollars ; in case any 
Bank neglect or refuse to pay on demand, any bill, note, or obligation 
issued by the corporation, according to the promise therein expressed, 
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the holder of any such note, bill, or obligation, is entitled to receive tod 
recover interest thereon until the same shall be paid, or specie payment# 
are resumed by the Bank at the rate of twelve per cent, per annum from 
the date of such demand, some, if not all their restrictions, are deemed 
salutary in their character. Strike out the sixth article oi the constitu* 
lion, and the right to charter Banks exists in lull force without stint as tp 
numbers, their capital, or organization, unless that right be in conflict 
with some of the provisions of the constitution of the United States, 
on which question the committee express no opinion. 

The committee do not believe that the people of Alabama, in full view 
of the desolation around them, and the experience of past years, are 
ready to break down the barriers which the constitution has thrown 
around the money power, which, with all the restrictions upon it, has 
proved itself to be an agent of seductive character and gigantic force. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The report was concurred in. 

Air. Bowdon, from the same committee, to whom was referred the pe¬ 
tition of Christopher H. Kyle, a convict, praying to be discharged from 
the Penitentiary, reported that it is inexpedient to grant the prayer of 
the petitioner. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Barnett, from the select committee, to whom was referred the bill 
to establish a Medical Board, at the town of Crawford, in the county of 
Russell, reported the same to the House and recommended its passage. 
The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Air. Sandtdge, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition of John YV. Ledbetter, tax collector for the county of Madison, 
reported a joint resolution for the relief of John YV. Ledbetter, tax collec¬ 
tor of Madison county* which was read the hist time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr. Shanks, horn the committee .appointed by the House, to act with 
a like committee appointed by the Senate, to wait on the Governor elect, 
and ascertain Irocn him when it would suit his convenience to take the 
oath of office, reported, that the committee had performed that duty, and 
had been informed by the Governor elect, that it will be convenient for 
him on Tuesday next, at twelve o’clock, to take the oath of office.

It appears, from the returns of the sheriffs of the several counties •• 
this State, made to the Secretary of State, that the officers charged ty 
law with the superintendance of the general election, begun and held 
the first Monday in August last, asked of each voter as he handed in hi* 
vote: First— “Are you in favor Biennial Sessions of the Legislature?” 
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tod-indorsed his answer, “ Yea,” or “ .Nay/ 5 on thq back gC Jbis ticljftt: 
[econd—•“ Are you in favor of removing the Seat of Government from 
fu$caloosa?” and indorsed his answer, “ Yea/ 5 or “ Nay/ 5 on the back 
>f his ticket. 

| It further appears, from said returns, that there are in favor of u Bien¬ 
nial ; Sessions of the Legislature, 55 “Yeas,” fifty-five thousand, eight 
hundred and nineteen—“Nays/ 5 five thousand, one hundred and. ststy- 
feven. 

That there are in favor of “ the Removal of the Seat of Government 
from Tuscaloosa/’ “Yeas/’ thirty-three thousand, seven hundred and 
ninety-eight—“ Nays/ 5 twenty-seven thousand, three hundred and 
twenty. 

The whole number of persons voting for Representatives at said elec¬ 
tion, are sixty-two thousand, five hundred and fifty-eight. 

It appears from these data, that there is in favor of biennial sessions of 
the Legislature, a majority of “ Yeas” over Nays/’ of fifty thousand, 
six hundred and fifty-two; the majority of Yeas,” with reference to a 
majority of the whole number of persons voting for Representatives, be¬ 
ing twenty-six thousand, one hundred and twelve. 

There is in favor of “ Removing the Seat of Government from Tus¬ 
caloosa,” a majority of “ Yeas” over Nays,” of six thousand, four 
hundred and seventy-eight : and a majority ot all persons voting for Re¬ 
presentatives of two thousand, five hundred arid nineteen. 

It therefore results, that a majority of ail the citizens of this State, who 
voted for Representatives at the last annua! election, voted in favor of 
the said “proposed amendments to the Constitution, providing for Bi¬ 
ennial Sessions of the Legislature, and for other purposes; 55 all of which 
will more fully appear by reference to the subjoined tabular statement, 
•bowing the whole number of persons voting for Representatives, and the 
yeas and nays in answer to the questions propounded to the voters—to 
wit;

The sheriff of Baldwin county having failed to make a return, as re¬ 
quired by law, to the Secretary of State, the committee have not been 
able to embrace the votes of that county in the foiegoing statement. 
They are, however, fully 7 assured, that the votes of the people of that 
county on the proposed amendments to the Constitution, however cast, 
could not vary the general result as ascertained above. 

The committee further state, that they have examined with care the 
various returns suhmitted to them, and have endeavored to ascertain 
and give effect to the will of the people, so far as the same could be done 
in conformity with law. And the committee take pleasure in adding, 
that under the principles applicable in such cases, they have not felt 
either constrained or authorized to suppress any portion of the votes cast 
for, or against the said proposed amendments in any of the counties ; but 
have received and acted upon all. 

The committee having performed the duties assigned then*, ask to be 
discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

Mr. Northern's state 
ment was admitted in evidence before your committee, by 11 le consen 
of the counsel of Mr Cody, in which he states that in the month of July 
eighteen hundred and forty-three, he visited Marion county, in this 
State, desiring to purchase land, but did not do so, until the month oi 
October, of the same year, but that he had some property in said coun¬ 
ty of Marion, from the mouth of July, eighteen hundred and forty three, 
up to the time he removed his family from Mississippi, to said county 
of Marion, in tLie month of November of said year. 

The facts presented for the consideration of your committee, are fev 
and simple, and conducts their minds to the irresistible conclusion, thaij 
Mr. Northcut was not a citizen of the State of Alabama, until some 
time in the month of November, in the year eighteen hundred and foM 
ty-three, and did not acquire a domicil in said county of Marion, until* 
he removed liis family in said month of November. 


The third article and fourth section of the constitution of the Stateolj 
Alabama, provides that no person shall be a representative, unless he b t 
a white man, a citizen of the United States, and shall have been an in* 
habitant of this State two years, next preceding his election. J 

It is therefore, the opinion of the committee, that Mr. Northcut war 
not eligible to a seat in this House on the day of his election, and 
commend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That Woodson Northern is constitutionally ineligible to 
seat in this House, as the representative from the county of Marioi 
and the same is hereby declared vacant.

Gentlemen of the Senate* 

anil of the House of Representatives : 

In entering upon the discharge of my official duties, I feel called upm 
by recent evi-nts to cominunicale to yon, my view* upon the various 
subjects connecteii with the affairs of our State Bank ami Branches; 
with the indebtedness of tlie State,—Subject* which have for some ii» e 
past occupied the attention of cur constituents ; and which have recently 
become so important in their view, as to engross all others. To these 
subjects I slull cmfim* myself in tins communication. 

From the reports of the several legislative committees whose duly it 
has been, from time to time, to impure into the condition of our Stall 
Bulk and Branches, it appears, that fur the last seven years, these is 
stitutions have suffered one unbroken senes cd losses; resulting in the 
disastrous condition in which they were found at the last session of the 
General Assembly. The cau*e*» which have brought about these con- 
turnons and heavy losses, are readily discovered by a recurrence to ibt 
history of their management ; the whole tenor of which proves, beyoM 
doubt, that less regard has been hid to the interests of the Banks, that 
the convenience, and accommodation of their debtors. 

By the report made to the 1 ^gislature at the session of eighteen hundred 
and thirty-seven and eight, it is shown, that the indebtedness of the Stitt 
Hank and Branches amounted at that time, to more than twenty millioa 
of dollars ; of which but little more than one hundred thousand dollftft 
were considered bad ; and hot little more than five hundred thoustac 
dollars doubtful. The first act o! the Legislature, changing the u«tf 
comae of business in those Banks, was passed a short time before, at tto 
called session in June, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven. This act el 
tended the time of payment of the debts then due ; dividing them inti 
three annual instalments; t he first, of‘twenty-five per cent. ; iheoihert* 
of thirty-seven and a half per cent. each. And it authorized furlbc 
loans, payable in like instalments. 

At the session ol eighteen hundred and fortv and forty-one, a report 
made to the Legi>l .it me, by which it appears, that under t tie in floe®® 
of the act referred to, commonly known as the relief or extension law* 
eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, the bad debt had increased to in# 
than three and one half millions of dollars; while the doubtful debt h* 
swelled to an amount exceeding one million snd a hall ol dollars. A* 
in this report, is introduced, a new item denominated “ unknown debt, 
amounting then to mure than one million and a quarter of dollar*. Tb* 
is shown a deterioration of the debts due to the Banks, by which loN* 
have been incurred, to be estimated at not less than one million and 1 
quarter of dollars annually, during the three years immediately prec^ 
ing this report. 
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At the session of the Legislature of eighteen hundred and thirty-nine 
and forty, another act was passed, (approved, the third of February, 
eighteen hundred and forty,) by which it was required that, “not more 
than twenty per cent.” of the several debts due the Banks should be de¬ 
manded, per annum. Under the operation of this act, connected with 
that above referred to, as shown by a report of a committee, at the last 
session of the General Assembly, the good debts were reduced to six 
million, nine hundred and ninety-three thousand, nine hundred and sizty- 
five dollars, and thirty-six cents—($6,993,965 36.) The doubtful debt 
to four hundred and eighty-four thousand, one hundred and thirty-two 
dollars and forty-six cents—($4S4,132 46.) While the bad debt had 
reached the enormous sum of six millions, two hundred and ninety-two 
thousand, five hundred and ninety-nine dollars and seventy cents— 
(®G,292,599, 70 ) Each of the laws here referred to required that the 
President and Directors ofjthe several) Banks should demand further 
security, if by them deemed necessary, as a condition precedent to the 
extension. IIow far this provision was regarded, may be judged of by 
the results. 

This cursory glance at the history of the legislation, and management 
of our Banks, must clearly show, that the extension laws, and the manner 
of their execution, were the principal causes of the immense losses sus¬ 
tained by these institutions. A more minute examination would but for¬ 
tify this conclusion. As however, it is important to know the causes of 
the evils, simply with a view to avoid them in future, I shall not pursue 
this inquiry further. We find our Banks at the last session of the Legis¬ 
lature, in the situation mentioned. We have no reason to believe that 
they are in a better condition now. The mischief is done ; and it is the 
part of wisdom to make the best that we can of our present condition. 
To do this, we should adopt such measures as may promise to collect 
the largest amount of the entire indebtedness to the Banks, with the 
least expense; and at the same time, bring their affairs to the most 
speedy adjustment and conclusion, compatible with that important object. 

At the session of eighteen hundred and forty-two and three of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, acts were passed repealing the charters of the four Branch 
Banks, so far as to deprive them of banking powers; and putting them 
in liquidation. On the first day of January last, the charter of the State 
Bank expired by its own limitation. None of its banking powers have 
been renewed, but by an act of the last session of the General Assembly 
it was put in liquidation. By the same act, the officers of the State 
Bank, and of each of the Branches, were made to consist of a President 
and two Directors, a Cashier, and two cletks; and one additional clerk 
in the Branch at Mobile. 

The impolicy of keeping up five banking establishments, with five Pre¬ 
sidents, ten Directors, five Cashiers, eleven clerks, and other agents, at¬ 
torneys, and servants, engaged upon salaries, and pay ; with a variety of 
Hither sources of expense, which might be mentioned ; swelling the actu¬ 
al expenditure of the State Bank, and all of the Branches, to a sum, not 



very far short of the expense of our State Government, It too obtlotiu 
require argument ; looking atone to its disregard of a proper efcohottfj 
When to this is added the utter inefficiency of the system for the att^ 
ment of the great object in view —collecting and securing the debts, g* 
winding up the concerns of the Hanks in the most speedy possible mu 
ner—a reform of the system becomes an imperious duty. Without 
change, judging the future by the past, we have hut tittle ground to hop 
that this complicated business will be brought to a beneficial, and sati, 
factory close, in any reasonable time 

With these views, and others which will suggest themselves to you, 
respectfully recommend to your consideration, ifie propriety of dispeu 
sing with all tin* officer* of the Slate Hank, and ot each c f the Branch^ 
And I recom mend, that provision be made for the appointment of od 
agent to remain at each of the Branches, with authority to receive pu 
ment from thedrbmr** : giving proper receipts and acquittances; and ti 
do such other ministerial acts as it rnav be necessary and expedient fo 
him to do, in furthering collections ; but with no other powers. I furlhe 
recommend, that provision be made lor the appointment of three Con; 
missioners, in the mode now prescribed, for the appointment of Diret 
tors, with such salaries as will command the best qualifications fur lb 
purpose, to be found any where in the State ; who >t) a I! reside at th 
State Hank, and devote their entire time and attention to the importau; 
object of securing and collecting t he whole Hank debt ; with full power 
and authority to appoint all nec«*»ary attorneys, clerks, and agents— It 
transfer the boohs and papers of the Branch Banks to the State Uank-r 
except the evidences of debt running to maturity —to dispose of the rei! 
and personal pioperiy of the State Bank and Branches ; and when neces¬ 
sary and proper, )<>okmg alone to the interest of the State, to compro¬ 
mise and compound debts that may at any time be considered doubilu 
or bad : thus concentrating the whole business at the State Bank. I rut' 
ther recommend, that these ('<>mmi>sioners be empowered to pay their 
terest, as it rnav he nnm due, upon the State debt, and to extinguish tht 
debt as fast as they m v Ire able, from their collections, and other funds* 
under such rules and regulations as you, in your wisdom mav prescribe; 
giving to them arnpl•* powers for all these purposes ; at the same tiro* 
securing the State against its ahu^e, by proper restrictions and >urelie* 
«y this system it i* obvious, that after the payment of such salaries,* 
are contemplated, and every other expense incident to it ; a vast amoirt 1 
ot the present annual expenditure would be saved. None, I think, cat 
doubt its superior efli'Moncv. With suitable Commissioners, I am induct* 
to believe, but few \ears wool I he required, to bring the whole of 
affairs of our Banks to a final close; at least, to enable our citizens to U°* 
derstand—what ought to be known to all, but what is now known t*' 
none~—the true pecuniary condition of the State. 

By at) act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, tl* 
debtors of the State Hank and Branches were required to pay, by ^ 
first of June last, one third part of their respective debts, with inter^ 
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And it was provided, that, upon a compliance with these terms, the re¬ 
maining two thirds should stand over until the first of June next, it 
was generally understood, that a further provision would be made 
the present session, in favor of those who complied ; extending one half 
of the balance due, for twelve months longer, upon the payment of the 
other half, by that day with interest. The reports of committees touch¬ 
ing this subject, clearly indicated this to be the policy which would be 
adopted. Under this expectation, it is believed, many of the Bank 
debtors complied with the requisition of the law, with some inconveni¬ 
ence, and sacrifice. I respectiully recommend, that this expectation be 
met, by the enactment of a law, for that purpose, with proper guards and 
provisions. The first day of June may not be the most suitable day for 
the required payment. It may be proper to appoint another day, some¬ 
what more distant. This, however, in my opinion, should be the limit. 
No other extension should be conceded : nor should this apply to any 
ofher debtors, than the class here specially referred to. 

It will be seen to be indispensable, as already intimated, that some 
steps be taken at your present session, to provide for the payment of 
the interest of the State debt, as it may hereafter become due. The plight¬ 
ed faith of the State requires it. Having no other known available effects 
than the assets of our Banks, it will be necessary in prescribing for col¬ 
lections, to keep this object steadily in view. You will have before 
you, the means of ascertaining the amount collected, under the late act on 
this subject, and the consequent reduction of the circulation of the State 
Bank and Branches. You will also be able, trom the documents before 
you to form an estimate of the amount of circulation yet remaining out. 
A very large portion ot the interest to be provided for, being that which 
accrues on our foreign debt of nine million, two hundred and fifteen 
thousand, five hundred and fifty-live dollars and fifty cents, (§9,215,- 
255 55,) amounting annually to the sum of four hundred and seventy- 
one thousand, nine hundred and seven dollars and eighty cents,(471,- 
907 $0,) is payable in New Yoik, New Orleans, and in England, in par 
funds. 'I'lle necessity of requiring collections to an amount, which, to¬ 
gether with the taxes, will absorb the circulation of the S^ate Banks and 
Branches, and furnish an additional sum in sound funds sufficient to pay 
the interest thus to become payable, must be clear to all. For it will 
hardly be contended, that the notes of those Banks after being returned 
to the State either in payment ol taxes, or in payment of debts due the 
Banks, can legitimately be put again in circulation ; the powers of the 
Banks which issued them for this pupose having terminated. If, how¬ 
ever, there be any who suppose it can be done with the sanction of law, 
Jhe destructive policy of throwing our Bank notes into the market by 
the Stale, to be sold for such funds as will, from time to time, be demand¬ 
ed ol us, would utterly forbid it. Instead of relieving the country of 
fhe depreciated currency—one of the great purposes of winding up the 
Banks—such a policy would not only keep up the supply, but increase 
Us depreciation. The losses to the Stole would be enormous. The fact 
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being known, through the country, as it certainly would be, that ft*

This suicidal policy, I trust will not be adopted, even as ate* 
porarv measure. It involves the same principles, which have too loi^ 
prevailed in the management of our hanks: favoring the Bank (lebtorn 
at the expense of the tax payers of the St3te. 

It is believed that the amount, now in suit against those who refu* 
to accept the provisions of the act of the List session of the General A* 
senribly, in regard to Hank debts, added to one half of the debt extend* 
in virtue of that act, and the sum to be raised by taxation, will relict 
the pressing necessities of the State. The propriety and importance 
prosecuting these suits, and enforcing collections, when all the circw 
stances are properly considered, must be obvious. The reasonablene 
of the terms proposed by the act, is perceived, when we remembertk 
most of these debts were contracted more than seven years ago; forjw 
ney lent ; and for which indulgence had been given from time to time.* 
that period. Hy that act, they were required to pay one third only, 
the amount due : a sum which was imperatively demanded by the nee 
sities of the State, to meet tier own liabilities. Punctuality on the p 
of our debtors, in meeting all reasonable demands upon them, is now» 
important to the State; for upon this may depend the preservation 
our faith and credit. If these debtors are put upon an equal footing w 
those who paid as required, the precedent will encourage a disregard 
our demands ; and punctuality will cease to be a virtue. A control^ 
reason is fount! in the consideration, that Ie«s than the proposed collect* 
will not place beyond contingency, our ability to meet the demands uf 
the State. And we are bound in justice to the great body of our con* 1 
uents, who are without fault, and who have received no benefit frond 
Banks, to save the honor of the State from peril; even if it requires## 
sacrifice, by those who have been so long in the enjoyment of Bank* 
commodations. 

The time has arrived when we should cease to dally with this # 
ject ; when by a firm adherence to the enactments of the Legislature,* 
a faithful execution of them, it should be made manifest, that they 1 
intended to effect the object indicated by their provisions. Bank deM 
should understand, that the laws ore intended to operate equally on* 
not to spend their force on one portion, who regard them ; then Wj 
changed and modified, to suit the convenience of other portion*? " 
treat them with neglect. 

There is an obvious propriety in extending to agents entrusted 
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the duty of making collections, every aid, in our power, to facilitate their 
efforts. And while no one can be less inclined, to do unnecessary in¬ 
jury either in feeling or interest to our debtors, than I am, I cannot doubt, 
that in ascertaining the course proper to be pursued, it is our duty to 
consult the interest of the Stale; untrammelled by any unreasonable ap¬ 
prehension, as to the effect which it may have upon then). The aid of 
our citizens should be invoked. They are direct!v interested in this great 
subject ; being responsible, for any deficiency, in the form of taxes, to 
discharge our State liability. With this view, I submit to your considera¬ 
tion the propriety of publishing in such form and manner, as may cause 
it to reach our citizens generally, a list of the names of the bad, doubtful, 
and unknown debtors; with the amount due from them respectively. 
The people of the State have the right, at any rate, like all other creditors, 
to know who their debtors are. And I entertain no doubt, that our col¬ 
lecting agents would acquire much assistance, from information, which 
this means would cause to be communicated. Those debtors could 
have no cause to complain. They are in default. They have no right 
to withhold from the State any of their effects. And if any are withheld, 
every means should be essayed to discover and apply them. 

In connection with this subject, I submit to your consideration, the 
propriety of causing a rigid scrutiny in the conduct of the officers, attor¬ 
neys and agents, under whose management, the astounding losses to our 
Banks have accrued ; holding them to a strict accountability. Such an 
inquiry seems to be called for, as well for the purpose of enforcing jus¬ 
tice from delinquents, as to relieve those who have been faithful, from 
unmerited imputation. For our constituents justly consider it difficult 
to perceive how the affairs of our Banks have been brought to their pre¬ 
sent condition, without great and culpable mismanagement in their of¬ 
ficers, attorneys, and agents. When these things shall have been done : 
when all shall have been collected that can be collected : when the bur¬ 
den shall have been made as light as it can be made; our patriotic citi¬ 
zens will not shrink from it. Though it be heavy and bear hard upon 
them, they will not filter under it. They’ will pay whatever may be 
necessary to sustain the plighted faith and honor of the State. They r 
will march forward with their treasure, as heretofore they have done, not 
only’ with that, but with their blood also, to preserve untarnished our fair 
escutcheon. On our course now, theirs may depend hereafter. I hope, 
therefore, I may not be considered too importunate, when in the name of 
every thing dear to us, l commend this subject to your most deliberate 
consideration.

The constitution provides that justice shall be administered without 
sale, denial, or delay. The bill provides that every successful suiter, 
except where the State is plaintiff, shall pay into the hands of the clerk 
of the Court in which his cause is tried, six dollars, before the verdict 
shall be made the judgment of the Court. Money thus raised, goes 
into the hands of the county treasurer, and constitutes a jury fund, 
should this bill become a law. Would justice be administered with¬ 
out sale, or would every suiter who should be unjustly brought into 
Court, be under the necessity of paying six dollars to get out? This 
question needs no response. 

In every respect in which it may be viewed, the committee deem the 
bill highly inexpedient; its tendency is to encourage litigation, and to 
shield the wrong doer from its burdens. And under the principles in¬ 
volved in the bill, it would seem, that the law making power might go 
one step further, and draw from the successful suiter the fee due the 
attorney of the opposite party—lawyers being as necessary under our 
judicial system as jurors. The bill thus extended would meet with fa¬ 
vor from none, and yet the difference in the two cases is in degree, not 
in principle. Under the law as it now is, the successful party must 
pay his own attorney’s fees. The committee are of opinion that he 
ought not to be further taxed. All of which is respectfully submit¬ 
ted.

The select committee, to whom was referred so much of the Gover¬ 
nor’s message as relates to the death of Andrew Jackson, have hadihe 
same under consideration, and beg leave to report, that in respondingto 
the suggestion of his Excellency Benjamin Fitzpatrick, relative to this 
melancholy event, your committee but too sensibly feel how inade¬ 
quate is language to express the deep-seated and pervading regret, whicfr 
the'announcement of this National affliction, brought upon our whole land. 
And though the hurried revolutions of every day life have followed the 
solemn obsequies of the departed Soldier, still the oppressed heart of the 
nation throbs with a stronger energy at the mention of him, whose name 
while living, was a talisman of good; and whose spirit “from his urn* 
shall still “ rule” his country’s destiny. The universal sorrow evoked bj 
this sad, though not unlooked tor event, from all grades and hues of per 
sons and opinions, immediately on the close of an acrimonious and highly 
exciting party conflict—a conflict in which the “ illustrious dead” per 
formed no oidinary part—the utter oblivion of all divisions and jl 
strifes, in the common desire to pay the last sad tribute of respect! 
the memory of the Hero and the Statesman—all attest, that Andbs* 
Jackson, of all his cotemporaries “ was first in war, first in peace, id 
first in the hearts of his countrymen.” The enumeration of those fir] 
tues, and the recital of those deeds which bequeath his name to immortii 
ity, belong not to this occasion, but are to form the glorious themes,« 
those whose province it shall be to illuminate our Nation’s history 
Adorning the brightest page of our national glory, and standing side^j 
side with those of the Father of His Country, the private virtues and pui 
he achievements of this remarkable man, shall tell to those who are i 
succeed him, how a Soldier should conquer, and a Statesman rule—^ 
an honest man should live, and a Christian die. In reviewing the erefl 
tuMite °f this distinguished citizen, we cannot but be painfully imprer

That in the opinion of the committee, the question of territorial 
rights and boundaries is more properly cognizable by the Federal, than 
State Governments. We therefore, forbear to make any particular af. 
flrmation as to the exact extent of our boundaries; but we feel it our 
duty at the present juncture of our Foreign affairs, to assure our Na. 
tioual Government of our willingness to sustain it with our men and 
our means in maintaining our just rights, against all encroachments from 
Foreign nations, whenever made, and under whatever pretext. We ad¬ 
vise peace when it can be had with honor, but leave that question, as 
well as the question relating to our territorial rights to the decision of 
the National councils.

either citizen emanating from the same source—as a precedent it would be 
impolitic—every owner of the soil on the Chatahoochie, from the Florida 
line to Miller’s bend, has the same right to call upon the State for aid in 
carrying on suits effecting the title to land. Whenever the jurisdiction 
Pf the State of Alabama, on the west side of the Chatahoochie shall be 
questioned or denied, then will be time for the State to act and assert her 
lights.

years, valueless: this work will enable them to throw it into the Ala¬ 
bama river; and thus while rendering them that aid, which it is but 
justice on the part of the State to grant, will pour upon Middle and 
South Alabama the rich grains of the Tennessee valley in great abun¬ 
dance—bringing the citizens of the two extremes of the State in close 
and more generous correspondence, and strengthen, while harmoniz¬ 
ing our commercial, political and social relations. 

Mr. Norman moved to postpone the bill and report, until Saturday, 
and make them the special order for that day, and that one hundred 
and thirty three copies ot the bill be printed. 

A division of the question being called for—it was first taken on 
making iho bill the special order for Saturday, and carried. 

The question then recurred on printing one hundred and thirty-three 
copies of the bill, and carried. 

Mr. Watts, from the.committee on sixteenth sections, made the follow¬ 
ing report, from the majority of said committee : 

The majority of the committee, on the sixteenth section fund, to whom 
have been referred, that portion of the late Governor’s message, rela¬ 
ting to said fund, and various petitions from citizens in different por¬ 
tions of the State, as well as resolutions of inquiry, relating to the 
future management and preservation of the fund, has instructed me to 
report: 

That the amount of the fund in the aggregate, belonging to the differ¬ 
ent townships, and the magnitude of the interests involved in its pre¬ 
servation, have induced them to devote a large share of their attention 
to the subject. It appears from ail the information to be derived from 
the Bank reports, that there have been deposited in cash

Making in the aggregate, the sum of eight hundred and ninety-three 
thousand, seven hundred and eighty-one dollars and thirteen cents, 
which has been received in cash: and the sum of five hundred and fif¬ 
ty-eight thousand, nine hundred and eighteen dollars and forty-three 
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cents, in notes. Your committee find, by reference to the Bank reports 
made to the last session of the legislature, the amount, reported to have 
been received in cash, by the State Bank and Branches, was eight hun- 
dred and eighty-three thousand, eighty-eight dollars and fifty-two cents; 
and in notes, six hundred and twenty-three thousand, nine hundred and 
seventy-five dollars and thirty-fivecents. They alsodiscovera discrepancy 
between the reported amount last year and this, as having been received 
in cash in the Huntsville Branch, and the State Bank at Tuscaloosa—as 
to the former, the difference is upwards of two thousand, five hundred 
dollars, and near three thousand in the latter. How the amount of 
cash was diminished, they have been unable to ascertain. It will be 
discovered also, that there is a discrepancy between the reports ot the 
last and the present year, as to the amount of notes in Batik belonging 
to the townships. This perhaps has arisen from the rescission of con- 
tracts of purchase, authorized at the last session of the legislature. 
However, no information from the reports on this subject can be ob¬ 
tained. 


It is well known that the sixteenth section (when not disposed of) 
in each township in the State, was granted by the Federal Government. 

to the inhabitants of such township,” “for the use of schools and 
that by the laws of this State, the sixteenth sections were authorized 
to be sold, under certain regulations and restrictions, “ whenever the 
majority of the qualified electors in any township” should so order. 
The greater portion of them has thus been sold. It is also well known 


that for several years, (since eighteen hundred and forty) the State 
Bank and its Branches, have been paying on the funds deposited in 
cash, eight per cent, per annum. During the last year, upwards of six¬ 
ty thousand dollars were paid in the shape of interest; and during the 
present year, upwards of seventy thousand. If the notes still continue 
to be paid in Bank, of course the annual interest to be paid must in¬ 
crease ; and when the whole fund shall have been paid in Bank, the 
annual interest will not be less than one hundred and sixteen thousand 
dollars. As the Banks, by operation of law, have ceased to perform 
the active functions, incident to such institutions, it is apparent, so long 

as the fund remains in Bank, the amount of annual interest paid, is not 
reimbursed from any source. 

It appears to your committee, that in the disposition to be made of 
us und, the great object should be its perpetual preservation for the 
purposes intended to be accomplished, in the grant to the township. 
Another very important object, especially in the present condition of our 
nancial affairs, is to devise some scheme consistent with its preserva-

hi nn 7 ' S ° many plans have been presented, and so various are 
the views of e *|P ressed 011 lh 's subject, that a plan which will harmonize 

mittee Drespnf m Cannot ’ P erha P s > be discovered. The plan your com¬ 
mittee present may not do this, and it may fail to accomplish the two 
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objects desired. It is earnestly recommended however, that a spirit of 
conciliation and compromise should be manifested, in order to arrive at 
any thing approaching to harmony. Each cannot carry out his own pe¬ 
culiar views. 

In view of a thorough organization, at some future time, of a system 
of “ common school education,” so highly important to the true interests 
and happiness of our citizens, your committee much regret that there 
was so great an inequality in the value of the sixteenth section in each 
township. Whilst some were worth, and have been sold for thousands 
of dollars, others were worth little more than a sufficiency to defray the 
expenses of a survey and sale. This great inequality of value, and the 
fact, that the citizens of the rich townships, independent of the fund, are 
more able to educate their children than those of the poorer, have in¬ 
duced some persons to recommend the amalgamation of the whole into 
one “ common school” fund; to be equitably distributed to each town¬ 
ship in the State proportionate to its population. However desirable 
this might be, your committee can find no authority for such a course, in 
the act of Congress by which the sixteenth sections were gran ted to the town¬ 
ships. In the act of Congress, passed March the second, eighteen hundred 
and nineteen, “ To enable the people of the Alabama territory to form a 
Constitution and Slate Government, and fur the admission of such State 
into the Union, &c.” certain propositions were offered, by the Government 
of the United States, to the convention of the people about to be assem¬ 
bled “ for their free acceptance or rejection, which, if accepted by the 
convention, were to be obligatory on the United States.” Amongst 
other propositions, was the one out of which the sixteenth section fund 
has arisen, in the words following: 

•‘That the section numbered sixteen in every township, when such 
section has been sold, granted or disposed of, other lands equivalent 
thereto, and most contiguous to the same, shad be granted to the inhabi¬ 
tants of such township for the use of schools.” The convention which 
framed our Constitution, accepted the propositions so offered, with the 
conditions thereto annexed, in an ordinance, which was declared by said 
convention to be irrevocable, without the consent of Congress. The, 
equitable title to “ the section numbered sixteen in every township- 
(when not, sold, granted or disposed of; and when sold, granted or dis) 
posed of, other lands equivalent thereto, and most contiguous to the same 
thereby became vested in “ the inhabitants” thereof. This being the 
case, it is clear that no act of the Legislature of the State, nor even of Con¬ 
gress, could constitutionally divert the title from u the inhabitants thereof,” 
without their consent. And it is equally clear, that the equitable title to 
the proceds of the sale of said sixteenth section, continues to be vested 
in the inhabitants of each township, and cannot constitutionally be divest¬ 
ed without their consent. And of course, it follows that the whole cannot 
be amalgamated into one common fund, without such consent. It is 
idle to suppose that the inhabitants of a township, whose sixteenth sec¬ 
tion was rich and has sold for a large sum, would voluntaiily consent, 
when every motive of self interest would impel them to a different 
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cour9 e_a* idle, as lo suppose the rich would divide their prowjf, 

voluntarily, with those who had none. Even if it were possible to 
tain the consent of the inhabitants in each townships, still the consent, 
Congest would be requisite. 

Your committee have devoted no inconsiderable portion of their tin, 
and attention to the recommendation of his late Excellency, Govern^ 
Fitzpatrick, “ to issue State stock, to each township, for the amount* 
funds each may have deposited in Bank, bearing ■— per cent, inters 
per annum . 99 It is with great hesitation your committee would reject^, 
maturely considered recommendation, coming from a source, entitle 
to so much respect and confidence. But after careful examination 
reflection, your committee feel constrained to differ with his late Excel 
lency as to the policy and propriety of such disposition of the sixteen'! 
section fund. It very clearly fails to accomplish one of the two object 
desired; that of relieving the State from the pay ment of the annual inter 
est. If the St 3 te continues to pay as heretofore, this annual interest ii 
ihe course of a few years, (if sound policy does not demand it now)i 
will necessarilv have to be raised by a tax. When the Bank assets an 
exhausted, there will be no other available source of payment. Withai 
due confidence in the honesty, ability and pa*riotisin of our people,! 
must not be forgotten, that the annual interest on our Bond debt, and tin 
sum necessary to defray the annual expenses of the State government 
amount to within a fraction of six hundred thousand dollars. If lo thi< 
be added one hundred and seventeen thousand dollars the interest on the 
sixteenth section fund, and the eighteen thousand interest on the Uni¬ 
versity fund, an annual tax of seven hundred and thirty thousand do- 
lars would have to be raised. At a time so unpropitious as the presen 1 , 
your committee fear the result of such a policy if adopted. Some other 
plan must then be sought for, which will achieve both the objects de¬ 
sired. 

Your committee would call the attention of the House to the propriety 
of establishing a joint stock safety fund Bank, the capital of which to lx 
composed ot the sixteenth section fund anil individual means. Thede- 
tails of such an institution will not now be inquired into. Attention!? 
called to it now, not so much for the purpose of present adoption,asfo 
present reflection and future action. That an institution might bees 
tablished upon sound principles, which would operate with perfect safely 
to the sixteenth section fund, and with advantage to the interest of ^ 
State, under such regulations and restrictions, as the experience of 
commercial world, (or the last fifteen years, has shown to be salutary 
cannot be gainsaid. In several of the northern States, such institution 
in which the common school fund of the States, is placed as a part oft 111 
capital, exist and operate, with the utmost security to the school M 
paying fair annual dividends, and at the same time, furnishing aso^ 
an healthy circulating medium to the community at large. Nop^ 1 
yet suggested, seems so well calculated to preserve the sixteenth scci^ 
lund, and at the same time relieve .he Su>°, from Ihe pStori- 
paying the annual interest. The condition of the fund at present and* 
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prejudice against banking institutions of all kinds, forbid the adoption of 
this plan. At some future day, however, they hope to see this recom¬ 
mendation adopted. 

From the fact that the sixteenth section fund, evidently belongs to the 
separate townships, and they are asking for the control and management 
of it, and from the difficulty of discovering a better plan for present 
adoption, your committee have been induced to recommend that the 
whole fund, as speedily as possible, be withdrawn from the vaults of the 
Banks, and placed in the hands of Commissioners in each township. A 
bill is herewith submitted and its adoption recommended, which, whilst 
it will relieve the State from the payment of the annual interest on 
said fund, will perhaps more effectually preserve the fund, than any other 
plan, that could be adopted under present circumstances. Objections 
there may he to it — perfection may be hoped for, but cannot be reasona¬ 
bly expected. Each citizens 7 interest and that of his children, being 
involved in the management of the fund, will cause him to watch with 
sedulous care the Commissioners in whose charge it is placed. If the 
bill, submitted is imperfect, it is hoped the good sense of’ the House will 
point out and remedy its imperfections—and that some system may be 
adopted now, by which the State will be relieved from its present bur¬ 
dens—the fund itself preserved—and appropriated to the attainment of 
the beneficent purposes of the grantor—the education of the children of 
the State.

Mr. Watts also reported a bill to withdraw tiie sixteenth section fund 
from the State Bank and its Branches, and to provide for the future 
management thereof; which was read the first time, laid on the table, 
and one hundred and thirty-three copies ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Cook, from the minority of said committee, made the following 
report: 

The undersigned, a minority of the committee on the sixteenth sec¬ 
tion fund, dissent from the report made by the majority of said com¬ 
mittee, and feeling sensibly, the magnitude of the subject—the situa¬ 
tion of the sixteenth section fund—the expectations of the people, that 
*he present session of the Legislature, will make some provision for its 
reservation and future management; and believing that action now, 
will perhaps seal its fate forever, have given it our most anxious consid¬ 
eration, and ask leave to submit the following views: 

The first question which presents itself for consideration, is, whether 
the Legislature has the power to control the sixteenth section fund—or 
whether the grant of Congress, has placed it beyond the power of the 
^tate Government. 

In the act of Congress, “ to enable the people of the Jllabama Ter - 
fitory to form a State Government” several propositions were 44 of- 
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fered to the Convention of said Territory of Alabama when formed 
for their free acceptance or rejection” The first proposition ^ 
« that section numbered sixteen in every township, and when snchs^’ 
tion has been sold, granted or disposed of, other lands equivalent there, 
to, and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants 
of such townships for the use of schools.” 

This proposition was accepted by the convention, “ for and in be. 
half of the people inhabiting this State ” In this act of reception the 
State became the trustee of the sixteenth sections, and the funds arising 
therefrom, for the people of the State. As trustee therefore, the State 
lias complete power to direct and control the sixteenth section fund so 
as to promote the best interest of the greatest number of the people 
of the State, having due regard to the intention and limitations of the 
grantor. 

What was the intention of Congress in bestowing upon the people of 
the State this liberal and noble grant of lands? 

It was to afford to the people of the State the means of general edu¬ 
cation—equal means. None can doubt, but that this was the object 
and intention of Congress; to have made this grant on other terms, 
than a just and righteous equality, would have done violence to the 
spirit of the constitution of the United States; and the acceptance on 
the part of the State, would have violated the provision of her con. 
stitution, which declares, “ that all free men, when they form a social 
compact, are equal in rights ; and that no man or set of men are enti¬ 
tled to exclusive public emoluments or privileges, but in consideration 
of public services.” 

Under the operation of laws heretofore enacted by the Legislature 
for the management and appropriation of the sixteenth sections, and 
the funds arising therefrom, is it not manifest that the intention of the 
grantor, has been overlooked or disregarded? Have the people receiv¬ 
ed equal benefits from this grant? Is it not true, that the wealthy,or 
those most able to educate their own children, have received the larg¬ 
est portion of this fund? Does not the operations of existing laws give 
to one class of citizens exclusive public emoluments and privileges 
and do they not tax one portion for the benefit of another portion of the 
people; and thereby, in fact, create an aristocracy of education? 

It is well known that the valuable sixteenth sections are generally 
surrounded by rich and costly lands, which are owned and inhabited 
by men of property ;—while such lands as are valueless, or of but litt^ e 
value, are in the midst of poor and cheap lands, settled mainly by tte 
poorer classes of the people. Consequently, under our present system 
the poor are taxed for the benefit of the rich. Surely, Congress nevei 
could have intended that this rich grant, should have been so adminis 
tered as to produce such great inequality and injustice. The con* 
sion is irresistible, that the State has misapprehended the clear objc^ 
and intention of the grantor. 

From the foregoing considerations, we are constrained to believe lb * 1 
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the prime object of Congress was, to afford the means of general 
education—and that it is obligatory upon the Legislature, as trustee, to 
carry out this intention of the grantor, by making the sixteenth section 
fund, one common school fund; the benefits of which, to be distributed 
on i\ system of just equality to all the people of the State; with this 
limitation alone, that the principal shall not be wasted, but preserved 
for the use of the present, as well as all future generations. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Speaker—The Committee on the State Bank and Branches, hare 
had the sev eral matters referred to them under consideration, and have 
instructed me to make the following report, and to introduce the accom¬ 
panying bill. 

The Committee have carefully examined the reports referred to them, 
in order to ascertain the true condition of our banking affairs, and to pre¬ 
sen t a correct statement of the liabilities of the State, and the meanief 
discharging them. They have found much difficulty in arriving it a 
probable estimate of the available assets of the Banks, unaided by any 
classification of the debts due them, into good, bad and doubtful,or valua¬ 
tion of the property, real and personal, held by them, or explanationol 
several items in the statements of their Cashiers. In the absenceoi 
such information, the committee have only formed their conclusions after 
frequent consultations and mature deliberation. They believe, that while 
the net assets of the Banks have been commonly exaggerated, the sums 
necessary to meet the present liabilities of the State have not been fully 
represented. On the one hand, the principal of the State’s debt 
been overrated, by including the Surplus Revenue of the United State* 
(which will probably never be called for,)—the Revenue Fund aw 
Three per Cent. Fund, (for which the State is both debtor and creditor;] 
on the other hand, the annual expenditure of the State have been under* 
rated, by overlooking the premium paid for exchange to meet the intereal 
on the State Bonds, and the entire expenses of the Banks. The Co®' 
mittee discard from their statement of Bank assets many items found® 
the several reports, which they consider nominal or imaginary, ratl^ 

than real or substantial, and calculated to delude and mislead the pu^ c 
mind.

Making their aggregate Current Expenses amount to thirty.five thou¬ 
sand, nine hundred and ninety-four dollars, and ninety-three cents; 
which, added to the interest paid by the State, gives us the sum of six 
hundred and twelve thousand, two hundred and eleven dollars, and fifty- 
one cents, annually expended on account of our Banking institutions. 
The sums paid by the Banks to special attorneys and agents, are not in¬ 
cluded in the current expenses ; but would have been stated by the Com¬ 
mittee, if the reports had enabled them to ascertain the aggregate 
amount.

The entire gross assets, as estimated by the Committee, amount it 
fourteen million, twenty-three thousand, one hundred and thirteen bin- 
dred dollars, and eight cents; which exceeds the aggregate real liabililis 
of the State by near one million, nine hundred thousand dollars.

The Committee recommend the collection of one half of the

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They respectfully suggest that ihe first of June, is too early a period fot 
enforcing collections. The planters of North Alabama cannot rely upon 
the returns of the proceeds of their crops before the latter part of summer 
or the beinning of fall. They met the requirements of the law of last 
session with bills drawn on their last year’s crops, which they sold at 
heavy losses to the Banks of Tennessee. By postponing the collection of

Making the entire amount collected, one million, seven hundred and 
forty-six thousand, seven hundred and forty-one hundred dollars, and six¬ 
ty-eight cents ; less by about three thousand dollars, than was collected 
the preceding year ; and less by about six hundred thousand dollars than 
was contemplated by the passage of the law requiring the payment of 
one-third of the good debt on the first of June last. That some may have 
failed to comply with the requisitions of that law from the hope of fur¬ 
ther relief is not improbable ; but, doubtless, many more were unable to 
do so without selling property’, or seeking some other means than the 
profits of their capital. The desire of a large majority 7 of the people to 
collect the Bank debts, as rapidly 7 as possible, compatible with the public 
interest, is settled and evident. The Committee think the public will, 
and the public interest, will be best observed, by postponing the period 
of collection, as suggested, and dividing the debt into two equal annual 
instalments.

j^f the State Government, will have been raised by taxation. 

Your committee have reflected upon the embarrassed condition of the 
State, with no small degree of interest, and have endeavored to settle 
Ppon a policy to suggest as permanent by which our heavy debt will be 
paid in the shortest period, with the lightest tax upon the people. They 
have met with some difficulty in doing so, and after much deliberation 
respectfully recommend to the General Assembly, as just and simple, and 
in consonance with the will of the people, that the six millions of avail¬ 
able assets be created a sinking fund, to be applied exclusively to the 
principal of our foreign and domestic debt, and that a tax shall be annu¬ 
ally levied which shall produce an amount sufficient to pay the interest 
0$ the residue of said debt, and pay the expenses of the State Govern¬ 
ment—and that when the assets shall have been all applied, the General 
Assembly should increase the taxes, as its wisdom may direct, so as to 
create another sinking fund for the reduction, and ultimate payment of 
the then unpaid balance. 

Upon the calculation that the assets will not be exhausted within eigh¬ 
teen months or two years from the present time, it will be necessary, 
uaader the policy proposed to raise by taxation, annually, for the present 
apd succeeding year, about the sum of five hundred thousand dollars, to 
fcteet the interest on the balance of seven million, one hundred and forty- 
six thousand, seven hundred and sixty-five dollars, and fifty-seven cents, 
and pay the expenses of the State Government. 

Your committee have taken pains to inquire after public sentiment in 
Illation to our foreign and domestic debt ; and they are happy to ex¬ 
press the belief that there is no abatement of the patriotism of the people, 
^jgr of their wish and determination to redeem the plighted faith and 
Credit of the State. They have borne the heavy assessments of the pa9t 
Jjjear without a murmur, and feel that the debts, for the payment of which 
they must annually be taxed until their extinguishment, were contracted 
Vj^pon valuable consideration, and that it would be base and dishonorable 
repudiate them.

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Mr. Rose, from the committee on the Penitentiary, to whom 
ferred the bill to lease out the Penitentiary, reported that the committee 
to whom was referred the bill to lease out the Penitentiary, have had the 
same under consideration, and have made sundry amendments thereto 
and instructed me to report the bill back to the House and recommend 
its passage. 

The committee deem it proper, and in fact a duty they owetothg 
House, to state the reasons, or at least some of them that have influenced 
them to this course. Since the establishment of the Penitentiary in this 
Stale, we regret to say that the labor of the convicts has proved to be 
wholly insufficient for their support and maintenance of the institution 
as it should be. Your committee are of the opinion that it was not an 
unreasonable anticipation to suppose that convict labor would not onh- 
have supported itself, but would have by this time paid back some por* 
tion of the appropriations made by the Legislature for its support. That 
during the four years the Penitentiary has been in operation, there baa 
been contributed to its support by legislative appropriation*, upwards of 
forty-two thousand dollars—-that by the inspectors report, the necessary 
appropriation for the present year, is estimated at thirteen thousand seven 
hundred dollars. In the present embarrassed condition of our State 
finances, the committee regard it of great importance to adopt that course 
in relation to the future management of the institution as would in then 
opinion have the effect of releasing the State from the heavy annual ex¬ 
penditures now consequent upon the system, without imposing in the 
lightest degree its efficiency as an active agent in the suppression of crime 
and the moral improvement of the citizens. Your committee are satis¬ 
fied that without an entire change in its direction 3nd management, the 
Penitentiary must continue to be for many years a source o! great ex¬ 
pense to the people of the State. And they are also satisfied t hat by the 
union of individual inteiest, enterprise, and skill, the labor of the con 
victs can he so directed and controlled as to require little else thani 
supervisory charge upon the State. The committee have not the mean: 
at their command so as to enable them to speak with any degree of cer¬ 
tainty upon the system as inttoduced in some of the States of this union, 
but as far as their information extend they believe the system has wort 
well, and that it is now a source of revenue to the Stales, which, to 
adopted the system of leasing out the State prisons.

By a resolution of the last session, approved twenty-seventh January,

To.car- 
5 taitthe principles embraced in most of the bills submitted to,your 
wimittee, a new legal being would be created, not before known u> 
h .layrsyanjd an entire new code of laws would have to'he prepared, 

1 define the rights, and to protect and guard that' being in all her re-

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lations—not only with her husband, but with the whole world: to 
which, will so far infringe upon known established laws, that hnrna 
foresight can scarcely provide for all the mischief. 11 

Your committee, from the many evils, seen and unseen, which would 
follow a radical change upon this subject, cannot assent thereto. Thev 
believe the true doctrine to be, so to secure the property of females l 
to prevent poverty and distress, consequent upon the extravagance 
folly, or misfortune of the husband, and there to stop. Andtheybe' 
lieve this can be fully accomplished without materially changing^ 
relations of husband and wife, and that without introducing any new 
or changing any old rule of law, simply by applying certain establish- 
ed principles to the property of the wife. 

To accomplish this, they herewith report a bill as a substitute to tlx 
several bills to them submitted.

For its success, in the benificent objects 
of its creation, it must depend, in no small degree, upon the patriotism— 
the intelligence, and the public spirit of the Legislature. To that body, 
the legitimate guardian of the public interests, and the proper patron of 
our literary institutions, your committee beg leave to commend the Uni¬ 
versity, as an object every way deserving of legislative protection, and 
State munificence—arid express the earnest hope that the representatives 
of the people will not permit ihe present session to close without making 
some exertion to free the institution from its difficulties, and to place ii 
on a firm basis. It is believed by the committee that a period has arriv¬ 
ed in the affairs of the University, when energetic action is demanded 
on the part of all its friends. A firm conviction of this truth induces the 
committee to reiteiate the anxious wish, that the Legislature may at its 
present session adopt such measures as will tend to relieve the Universi¬ 
ty of its onerous burdens, and make it as it might easily be made, the ot- 
nament of our State, and the common blessing of all our people.

zen thereof, who may be qualified and capable under the present p°' lCl 
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of that institution of entering any of the regular classes of the same; and 
also into the feasibility and utility of establishing in said institution a pro¬ 
fessorship of agriculture and gardening, have given both the subjects thus 
submitted to them, that attentive consideration which their importance 
merits. 

The adoption of some system which would make a collegiate educa¬ 
tion attainable to the sons ol the poor as well as the rich, should in the 
opinion of your committee be kept steadily in view by the present and 
future Legislatures as an object of the deepest importance—such an ob¬ 
ject in our government, where wealth enjoys no immunities, and the vir¬ 
tue and intelligence of the people are its chief supports, would be equally 
and charitable. As a means ol attaining that object, your com¬ 
mittee are not prepared to condemn unqalifiedly the policy of opening 
the portals of University, and affording instruction free of charge to 
to the youth of our Slate. Yet the financial condition of that institution 
is at the present time so embarrassed by the debt of sixty-four thousand 
dollars due by it to the Bank, that your committee are constrained reluc¬ 
tantly to report, that it would be inexpedient to legislate upon the sub¬ 
ject at the present time. 

If the reasonable request of the trustees for an equitable settlement of 
the accounts between the State and the University is granted, it is be¬ 
lieved that much more might be done by that institution in reducing the 
expenses, than can be done at the present time. It is even thought proba¬ 
ble that the University might support itself without the assistance of tui¬ 
tion fees at all, if it were found expedient that it should do so. 

With regard to the latter of the subjects submitted to them, the com¬ 
mittee have instructed me to report, that it would be inexpedient to le¬ 
gislate upon the subject, as they are convinced that the trustees have 
with a considerable zeal for the public good, done all that the pecuniary 
embarrassment of the University will permit, to afford facilities for ac¬ 
quiring a knowledge of the sciences connected with agriculture and 
horticulture. 

Mr. Porter made the following report: 

The committee on the judiciary, to which was referred a bill to be 
entitled an act to repeal an act therein named, have considered the 
same and have instructed me to report—that the act sought to be re¬ 
pealed is one approved twenty-third January, eighteen hundred and 
forty-five, authorizing Joseph Hughes, of the county of Cherokee, to 
establish a public ferry, on Wills 5 creek. 

The right of establishing a ferry, and of charging toll thereon, is pre¬ 
sumed when vested in ail individual, to have been granted by the State, 
igl view of public convenience. How far the State may go in repeal¬ 
ing or modifying a charter granted for such an object, it is not the bu¬ 
siness of the committee to investigate. But certainly the Legislature 
filter having conferred the privilege upon a citizen, would not desire 
fllpriciously to withdraw it. It would seem that a just confidence in 
we action of the last General Assembly, as well as the dignity of le- 

18 
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gislation generally, demands that a repealing power, if admitted at all 
should be confined to cases where the repeal is required by the interests 
of the public. No such evidence is before the committee. The sugg es . 
tion that the private rights of other persons are in conflict with the 
claims of said Hughes to lands with which the ferry is connected, i$ no 
proof that the charter was improperly granted, or a reason for its re- 
peal. The Legislature by giving such charter could neither take away 
the rights of others in these lands, or deprive them of the legal redress 
of the competent tribunals. The grant of a ferry like any other au¬ 
thority given by the Legislature confer nothing more than what inter¬ 
vening vested rights of others do not deny. If Mr. Hughes has chosen 
to assert title to the land of others under the authority of the charter in 
question, he has done what the charter has not authorized, and which 
no charter of the kind can authorize. Against such illegal assumption, 
the Courts are as open now as before the grant of the charter; and for 
the Legislature to repeal the authority to establish a ferry, on the sug¬ 
gestion as to the title of land connected with it, would be to erect the 
General Assembly into a judicial tribunal, and decide the cause on ex 
parte testimony. The legislative department has no power to try 
causes between litigating citizens. They must engage in a judicial 
contest where their rights will no doubt be decided according to law, 
on evidence brought forward under legal sanctions, and of which no 
action of the legislative department can deprive them. The committee 
therefore report, that it is not at all expedient or proper to enact the 
proposed laur referred to it.

Mr. Kittrell, from the select committee of nine, composed of one from 
each Judicial Circuit in the State made the following report: 

The select committee of nine, composed of one fiom each Judicial 
Circuit in the State, to whom was referred the resolution, inquiring into 
the expedienev of prohibiting the further introduction of slaves in the 
Slat e, except by emigrants or actual settlers, have had the same under 
consideration, and instructed me to submit the following report and bill, 
and recommend their passage. 

Your committee have given the subject that deep and earnest reflection, 
which its vast importance so justly demanded, and in view of the evils 
connected with the introduction of slaves, by non-resident proprietors, 
traders, &c., &c., believe that subject is one which imperatively calls for 
Prompt and efficient legislation. 

Your committee have not arrived at this conclusion, without a proper 
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sense of the delicacy of the subject, and a proper view of it in all its bear¬ 
ings, We have first directed our attention to an examination of the con- 
stitutional question, and find, that the highest judicial tribunals of the 
land have decided, that the States in which the institution of slavery ex¬ 
ist, have the exclusive control and management of said institution. That 
it is a matter of internal police with those States, and is to be judged of 
by them as a matter of necessity; that is perfectly within the constitu¬ 
tional competency of such States to enact such laws, and make such regu. 
Iations as they may deem necessary to the proper preservation and direc* 
tion of said institution. 

In fifteenth Peters, page five hundred and eight, Groves, pf. a ) v. 
Slaughter, we find the following opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
McLean, to wit: 

•‘The power over slavery belongs to the States respectively. hj s 
local in its character and its effects; and the transfer and sale of slaves 
cannot be separated from this power. It is indeed an essential part of 
it” 


“ Each State has a right to protect itself against the avarice and intru¬ 
sion of the slave dealer. To guard its citizens against the ineonvenien- 
cies and danger of a slave population.” 

“The right to exercise this power, is higher and deeper than the Con¬ 
stitution. The evil involves the property and may endanger the exis¬ 
tence of a State. Its power to guard against, or to remedy the evil, 
rests upon principle of self-preservation: a law vital to every community, 
and especially to a sovereign State.” 

These then being settled constitutional principles, the question, in the 
estimation of your committee, resolves itself into one of expediency,to 
be determined by the necessities of the rase. 

We regard not this as a mere question of dollars and cents, as con¬ 
nected with the raising of revenue, but view it as one, much wider in to 
meaning and application. At a time like the present, when a wild spin 1 
of fanaticism is abroad in the world, a misdirected philanthropy, at 'vs 
with our institutions and seeking to interfere with our nearest and deare5i 
rights, we should certainly pursue that course of policy, best calculated to 
bind the present slave holding States, as closely as possible, in the common 
ties of interest and feeling. Your committee think that this can ihemoi 
surely he effected, by keeping the institution within as many Statess 
possible, thereby-maintaining and perpetuating that identity of inter# 
and feeling which has hitherto proved a successful barrier against the#' 
croachments of abolitionism. The surest means to effect this end, 


wise and prudent police laws, to prevent that rapid influx of slaves i'jj 
our State bv traders and non-resident proprietors, which has m3r^ 
the history of the State lor the last ten or fifteen years, and opened on 
such a tide of moral pestilence and ruin. j 

1 he fact cannot be disguised, that the more northern of the slave h° j 
ing States arealready seriously agitatingthequestionof a bolishingslavery 
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those States. Your committee have information from reliable sources, 
that in the State of Kentucky this question is infusing itself into their 
elections, and imparting a tinge to their legislation ; and but little doubt is 
entertained, that in a very few years at farthest, the question will be 
snbmitted to the people at the polls, and be decided by them affirmative¬ 
ly. We are further informed, that in anticipation of this event, the slave 
owners are preparing to send their negroes south for market. 

Should such a course of policy be decided on, they roust find a market 
in the Stales of Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas; consequently, 
the evils now complained of, and sought to he remedied by proper legis¬ 
lation, will be largely increased. The concentration of slave labor here, 
within such a small extent of territory; and that too, wholly in the culti¬ 
vation of our great staples, cotton and sugar, whilst it weakens the in¬ 
stitution by diminishing its area, and subjects us to the increasing and al¬ 
arming evils of a superabundant slave population, it at the same time adds 
to the pecuniary distress of the country, by increasing the disproportion 
(already too great) between the production and consumption of our sta¬ 
ples. 

What has been said of Kentucky is equally true of Maryland and Vir¬ 
ginia, and to some extent we fear, of North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Arkansas. Your committee could show, by faithful statistical facts, (see 
note,) that the proportion in the ratio between the white and slave popu¬ 
lation in the more northern of our slave States, is rapidly decreasing, 
while it is rapidly increasing in faj’or of the black population over the 
white in the south-western Slates, from the rapid influx of slaves from 
various sources. 

By these means, the ties that have hitherto hound the slave States 
together are constantly being weakened, and that identity of interest which 
has hitherto existed, is being lost; and soon, under this system, of things we 
will find ourselves estianged from our sister slave Stales, deprived of 
their aid and counsel in the hour of danger, and our own peace continual¬ 
ly threatened, and prosperity retarded by the inconveniences and dangers 
of a redundant slave population. For any encouragement of a policy on 
our part, either directly, or indirectly, by which the abolition of slavery 
may be promoted in the more northern of the slave States, will certainly 
have a tendency to weaken our institution?*, and will be hailed as a tri¬ 
umph by its enemies ; while it adds new strength to that wild and reck¬ 
less spirit of fanaticism, winch must be regarded as the greatest enemy to 
the continuance of our pence as a people, and our Union as States. 

Your committee have dwelt on this point, believing it to be one enti¬ 
tled, not only to great weight with, but to the serious attention of your 
honorable body; and if this view of the matter be correct, it seems to be 
one of those questions of obvious propriety that will scarcely admit of a 
doubt, that we should protect outselves against this state of things by 
efficient and wholsome municipal regulations. 

But should this prove a mistaken view of the subject, we are of the 
opinion, that the evils as they exist at present, are of sufficient magnitude 
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to demand corrective legislation. Experience has pretty well established 
the fact, that the value of an article, is regulated principally by the de, 
mand for the article: indeed this may be regarded as a fixed principle 
political economy. The melancholy experience of the south has fully 
attested the fact, too, that the production of our great staples is annually 
much greater than the consumption. Must it not be obvious then, that 
the large and constant transfer of slave labor, from the grain and tobacco 
growing regions, to the sugar and cotton regions, must still further in¬ 
crease the disproportion in the production and consumption of our staples; 
consequently diminish their value and add to the pecuniary embarrass, 
ments of the State. Thus in a financial point of view, legislation would 
seem to be demanded. Your committee will not attempt to meet the 
argument by which they may be assailed here, but will reserve that task 
for another and more appropriate time. 

We are of the opinion, that there are circumstances connected 
with the immediate tralfick in slaves itself, which furnish strong argu¬ 
ments in favor of legislative interference. Individuals engaged in 
that traffic, generally have but little regard for the character of the slaves 
which they buy for market, but purchase those which they can get cheap¬ 
est. The prison houses and jails of Maryland, Virginia and North 
Carolina, often furnish the slaves introduced amongst us from this source. 
The consequences is, a spirit of dissatisfaction and insubordination is en¬ 
gendered and kept up amongst our slaves, who otherwise are comparative¬ 
ly happy and contented. A more rigid system of discipline is thereby 
rendered necessary, and those plans of Christian benevolence and enter¬ 
prise, instituted for the melioration of their condition, are paralyzed to a 
great extent, if not wholly defeated. 

The last, though not the least of the evils complained of, and sought to 
be remedied by legislation, are those consequent on the introduction of 
slaves, and the settling of large farms by 7 ion resident proprietors. 
Whilst there is some difference ot opinion with y T our Committee, in re¬ 
gard to the propriety 7 ot totally inhibiting the introduction of slaves into 
the State, yet they are unanimous in the opinion, that your honorable 
body should provide some remedy for the grievances inflicted on the 
State, by the settlement of large negro quarters amongst us, by individ¬ 
uals residing in other States. 

Such persons enjoy 7 , in our estimation, a monopoly of privilege contra* 
ry to the spirit and genius of our institutions. Under this system uf 
things, large amounts of our staple are annually made, and carried to M°* 
bile and New York, and other places, and sold, the proceeds of which 
are expended in other Slates, to build up and improve, and beautify those 
Slates, and add to their comfort and wealth ; whilst the non resident en¬ 
joys an exemption from the performance of either civil or military duty 
in our State, and from most of the burthens imposed on the citizens 0 
the State. The aegis of our laws is thrown around his property; oUf 
own citizens are required to patrol their farms and protect their property? 
whilst they are remote from the dangers and inconveniences incident 
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this kind of population. The only thing they give us in return, (save 
the bare per eapitum tax on their negroes, and tax on their land,) is, an 
impoverished soil, with the very foundations of society broken up, by 
converting the rich portions of our State into one unbroken negro quarter. 

Men of moderate estate, who are generally our best citizens, being sur¬ 
rounded by these wealthy non-residents, are forced to sell their property 
at a sacrifice, and are thus driven from our borders, to seek a position 
elsewhere, free from those inconveniences and dangers. The rapid in¬ 
crease of the slave population over the white, in many of the counties of 
the State, will attest the fact. In the county of Marengo, it is already 
double, and nearly so in many other counties. That kind of population 
has already doubled itself in ten years in our State, and if the present 
tide of negro emigration into the State is not arrested, in another decade , 
we will present the spectacle of a State having a black population double 
that of the white. These being facts, it forces the subject on our atten¬ 
tion in another important point of view, namely, the danger of servile in¬ 
surrection. Though we are much disposed to view dangers at a distance 
with indifference, yet we should not close our eyes to the probability of 
such an occurrence. The history of this institution in other countries is 
pregnant with warning to us. There are elements at work amongst us, 
aided by the abolitionists at the North, which, if not prevented by wise 
and timely police laws, may produce scenes here, the bare thought of 
which, is revolting to the human feelings. With these facts staring us in 
the face, your Committee would ask, can your honorable body hesitate 
as to the line of policy necessary to be pursued ? They think not. We 
think the question of taxation of but little moment, nay, sinks into noth¬ 
ingness, when contrasted with the evils aforementioned, as growing out 
of the introduction of slaves into our State ; and which in our opinion, 
will increase, until scenes are enacted here revolting to humanity, and de¬ 
structive entirely of our peace and prosperity as a State. 

Your Committee are therefore of opinion, t hat philanthropy and patrio¬ 
tism, alike demand at the handsof the Legislature prompt and ^efficient 
leg islation, whereby present evils may be corrected, and future ones 
avoided. They, therefore have instructed me to report the following 
bill, and recommend its passage.

the census of eighteen hundred and forty-four.” 

Ordered, that the report be laid on the table, and that one hundred 
and thirty-three copies of the report be printed. 

Mr. Kittrell also reported a bill to regulate the introduction of slaves 
into this State; which was read the first and second time forthwith and 
postponed until Thusday next—made the special order for that day at 
eleven o’clock, and one hundred and thirty three copies ordered to be 
printed. 

The House adjourned.

The committee on education to whom were referred, the annual re¬ 
port of the Trustees of the University, and the statement and memori¬ 
al, prepared by Col. Frank Bugbee, under the appointment and in be¬ 
half of the Trustees of the University, have given the subjects referred 
ihem that calm and deliberate consideration which their importance, 
iriui the interest involved in them demanded. 

From the annual report of the Trustees, the committee find that the 
income of the University during the past year, including interest on 
• he University fund, rents, and tuition fees, amounted to twenty-two 
thousand, two hundred and sixty-seven dollars, winch added to the sur¬ 
plus on hand at the commencement of last year, say eleven thousand, 
live hundred and fifty-three dollars and one cent, makes the sum of 
thirty-three thousand, eight hundred and twenty dollars and one cent. 

The current expenses of the University for the last year amounted 
to sixteen thousand, five hundred and seventeen dollars and eighty- 
four cents. The Trustees paid during the past year on the debt due the 
State Bank, the sum of nine thousand dollars, which added to the cur¬ 
rent expenses makes the sum of twenty-five thousand, five hundred and 
seventeen dollars and eighty-four cents. 

This sum taken from the aggregate amount of means at the disposal 
of the Trustees, leaves a balance of eight thousand, three hundred and 
two dollars and seventeen cents, unexpended; and which will under 
the standing regulations of the Board of Trustees be applied to the 
payment of the debt due the State Bank. 

To meet as far as practicable the great puposesfor which the Univer¬ 
sity was established, “ to enlarge the sphere of its usefulness, and to di¬ 
rect its beneficial influences to the active pursuits of our people,” the 
Trustees at their recent session enlarged and extended the course of in¬ 
struction in the department of Chemistry, Mineralogy and Geology, so 
as to embrace Agricultural Chemistry. The committee deem tins os 
an important step, for as tire Trustees very justly remark, “the science 
which discovers and illustrates the nature and composition of the can¬ 
ons soils, their relations to each other, and the uses and proper adapts 
lion of the different manures, cannot be otherwise than closely connect¬ 
ed with the prosperity of a people almost wholly agricultural.” 

The Trustees at their late session, appointed to the Chair of Eng isi 
Literature and Elocution, (vacated by the death of Professor Sims,) t e 
Rev. George F. Pierce, of Georgia, an eloquent divine of the Met k> 
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cJist Church. They also created a Law Professorship connected with 
the University ; and appointed to that Chair, Hon. B. F. Porter. 

Whilst the Trustees seem thus to be zealously engaged in the noble 
enterprise of making the Institution what it ought to be, and what its 
friends fondly hoped it will be. in truth and in fact, the University of 
Alabama —the great centre of Science and Literature—the fountain 
of knowledge and mental improvement, from which shall annually 
flow out those streams of cultivated and elevated intellect which are to 
be at once the pride and glory, as well as the bulwark and defence of 
our country and our liberties—the committee can but regret that there 
hangs over the University a heavy debt, crippling all its energies and 
impending its onward march to usefulness and distinction. Many caus¬ 
es have conspired to produce this unfortunate and most embarrassing 
situation of a (fairs While the committee are free to admit that other 
causes may have operated to produce this result, yet they are constrain¬ 
ed, by the facts and figures presented to their consideration in the me¬ 
morial, to believe that unwise and ilf-advised legislation on the part of 
the State, lias been the main and most potent cause of the difficulties 
that now surround the University. 

The State early assumed the guardianship, care and control of the 
munificent grant of lands, which was limited to the sole purpose of a 
Seminary of learning. Had those lands been wisely and pru dentlv 
managed, or had their proceeds been carefully and faithfully husband¬ 
ed, the University fund at this day might have been worth nearly a 
million of dollars. 

The memorial estimates the loss to the University fund, growing out 
of the legislation of the State, in regard to the sales of laud alone, at 
one hundred and forty-four thousand dollars. It is further shown in 
the memorial, that large sums of the funds of the University have re¬ 
mained in the State Bank, for a considerable time, upon which no in¬ 
terest was allowed. It is also shown, that while the Bank was declar¬ 
ing and carrying to the credit of other funds, large dividends, there was 
allowed and carried to the credit of the University only six per cent, 
upon the amount of its funds. 

The State having assumed the character of a trustee, and having sol- 
omnly enacted that the fund should never be diminished, is bound in the 
opinion of the committee, to preserve sacredly the tmst fund unimpaired, 
and to apply it scrupulously as designated in the original grant, to ihe 
sole purpose of a seminary of learning. The memorial asserts, that 
could the University sue the State, and compel her to an equitable set¬ 
tlement in a court of Chancery, the balance would be laigely against 
the State. But this cannot be done; —the State is a sovereignty, and 
will not be sued. 

The Trustees of the University ask that the debt due the State Bank, 
or seemingly due the Bank, by the University, may be cancelled ; and 
that the payment of the annually accruing interest upon the Universi¬ 
ty fund may be transferred from the Bank to the Treasury. 
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In view of the equity of their cause, and in behalf of the great and 
-important interests of education, the trustees appeal to the magnanim. 
ity, the justice, and the patriotism of the Legislature to unite the fetters 
that bind them—to release them from the embarrassments that sur¬ 
round them—and to enable them to meet the wants and just expecta¬ 
tions of the country, by placing the University upon that elevated 
ground which it should occupy; and thus opening up a great fountain 
of Literature and Science, to which all may come and drink, and be 

satisfied. 

The committee have instructed-nae to report the accompanying bill 
and recommend its passage. 

A bill in relation to the University fund, was read the first time. 

Mr. Cobb moved to lay the report and bill on the table.

The joint committee, appointed to examine the offices of the Comp¬ 
troller of Public Accounts and State Treasurer, have performed that du¬ 
ty, and instructed me to report, that they commenced their examination 
with the twenty-seventh day of November, eighteen hundred and forty- 
four, to which date said offices were examined, as appears from the re¬ 
port of the eommittee appointed at the last session of the Legislature, 
and continued to the end of the fiscal year, which closed on the twenty- 
sixth day ol November, eighteen hundred and forty-five. 

Your committee compared the vouchers with the books in theComf 
troller’s office; also all the warrants and vouchers in the Treasurer’sol 
lice, with the books kept by him, and then examined the extensions am 
additions, and compared the two sets of books. All of which were fount 
<o agree with entire accuracy. 

Also compared corresponding entries on the books with the variom 
appropriation®, and found all correctly paid and entered. 

They then compared the results of their examination with the ann« ;I 
reports made to the General Assembly from both offices, and ascertain 1 
that they contained coriect statements of all the receipts and disbud 
ments, and balances of the different funds in i he Treasury. All of whit 
were deposited in the Bank of the State, a 9 appears from an examifl 1 
tion of the Bank book of the Treasurer. 

The committee, on reviewing their investigation, feel it to be M 
duty, as well ns their pleasure, to bear their testimony to the correct f 
formance of their duties on the part of the officers. We havek ‘ 1[1 
their books, vouchers, and other documents ne^fly and correctly k*l 
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and filed away, and every other duty pertaining to their offices faithfully 
discharged according to law.

Mr. Owen, from the select committee, consisting of the representatives 
from Randolph, Cherokee and Benton, to whom was referred a petition 
praying the establishment of a new county, from a portion of the territory 
of the eastern part of Benton, and the northern part of Randolph coun¬ 
ties—reported, that they have given the subject thus submitted to them, 
a calm and careful consideration; such a consideration as their senseof 
public duty as well as the number and respectability of the petitioners 
has impelled the committee to give the subject. According to the consti¬ 
tution of the State of Alabama, no county can be created with less than 
nine hundred square miles. By recourse to the best sources of informa¬ 
tion attainable, your committee find that the county of Randolph contains 
about nine hundred and seventy-two square miles, and has consequent 
only seventy-two square miles to spare. Benton does not contain more 
than eleven hundred and sixty square miles, probably not so much* # 8f5 ’ 
ton therefore could not spare exceeding two hundred and sixty sq uart 
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miles. To take off more than seventy-two square miles from Randolph 
and more than two hundred and sixty from Benton, would terminate their 
constitutional existence. Hence three hundred and thirty two square 
miles is all that could be obtained from Randolph and Benton, which 
but little more than one third of the territory necessary to make a con¬ 
stitutional county. It is thus seen, that the establishment of a county 
composed of portions of Randolph and Benton, is utterly impracticable. 
But your committee, from a careful examination of the petition, think it 
probable that in the event the surplus territory of Benton and Randolph, 
should he insufficient to make a constitutional county, the petitioners de¬ 
sired an inquiry to be made into the expediency of making up the neces¬ 
sary territory, by cutting off large portions from Benton and Randolph, 
and making up the deficiency of those counties by adding to them parts 
of Cherokee and Chambers. 

Your committee have also considered the subject in this last aspect,and 
they submit the following facts which will show that such a plan is not 
feasible. Chambers contains scarcely nine hundred square miles, and 
has therefore none to spare. Cherokee contains only nine hundred and 
twenty square miles, and has therefoie but twenty to spare; add three 
hundred and thirty two square miles (ihe amount of surplus territory 
in Randolph and Benton) to the square miles which Cherokee can spare, 
and it will be seen that all the territory (above their consiitutional limits) 
contained in the counties of Chambers, Randolph, Cherokee and Ben¬ 
ton, amounts to only three hundred and fifty-two square miles—not half 
enough to make a county. The facts above stated by your committee, 
prove beyond question, the impossibility of establishing a new county 
so as to relieve the petitioners from the difficulties incident to their re¬ 
mote residence from their county seat without annihilating Benton or 
Randolph county. Indeed your committee have thought it probable, 
that the petitioners desired an inquiry in the expediency of cutting Ran¬ 
dolph into two parts, and adding on part of Chambers and the other to 
the territory which Benton could spare, and thus make a new county. 
The committee have instructed me to report — 

That in their opinion, such a measure would be impracticable and 
unjust. It would make Chambers, already the most populous county 
in the State, too large. That county already, has four Represesenta- 
tives and a Senator. Increase her territory, and that county would 
be entitled to at least five Representatives and a Senator, which would 
give to one county an undue weight in the Legislature of the State. 
Such a measure, would also have the effect of removing a part of the 
people who would fall in Chambers at a greater distance from their 
Court house than are the petitioners. It would also give rise to the in¬ 
evitable necessity of changing the location of the Court houses of Cham¬ 
bers and Randolph counties—of throwing away the present valuable 
public buildings, and taxing the people to build new ones. Besides, 
such a measure would bring about an unequal and unfair distribution 
°f the burdens of paying the debt of Randolph county. 
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Your committee further report, that the representatives of Cham¬ 
bers and Randolph counties and (as they aver,) their constituents would 
be most violently opposed to such a measure. For the reasons above 
stated, your committee report that it would be inexpedient to legislate 
on the subject.

Mr. J. Williams, from the committee on county boundaries, to whom 
was referred a bill to amend an act to change the county line of Macon 
county, reported the same back to the House, and recommended its 
passage. 


The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. 1 aylor of G. from the committee on Federal relations, to whom 
was referred the joint resolution from the State of Indiana, on the sub¬ 
ject of the repudiation of State debts, made the following report— 

T. he committee on Federal relations, to was referred a joint resolute 
of the State of Indiana, on the subject of repudiating the State debts 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report: 

That the committee regard with detestation and abhorrence, the odious 
principle by whatever named called, and from whatever quarterpr°* 
mu gated, that a State may repudiate its debts and cancel its liabiliti^ty 
b mere refusal on the part of its Legislature to recognize the validity 01 
the lawful claims of its creditors, or to provide for their punctual w 
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charge at the period of their maturity.. States are recognized, in the in¬ 
ternational code of modern times, as moral personages, possessing under¬ 
standing, a will, and other attributes of individual personality, necessary 
to enable them to dicharge their high duties and vast responsibilities. 
Conspicuous^among these attributes for its importance, and familiar from 
the frequency of its exhibition, is the capacity of contracting debts for 
public purposes. The evidence of the exercise of this attribute of sover¬ 
eignty is, in most countries, the State seal affixed to, and authentica¬ 
ting, the muniments of the creditors claims; the pledges of the inviolable 
observance of the duty of discharging those claims with punctualit v, are 
the plighted faith and honor of the State; the only reliable resource/under 
every emergency, for funds to meet them, is the property of the citizens 
drawn into the public coffers by taxation. These are plain and univer¬ 
sally recognized axioms of political science. No argument, no plea of 
necessity, no admitted principle of common honesty can justify a de¬ 
parture from the principle, that States are bound, like individuals, to pay 
their debts. The urgent necessity of the State, growing out of an ex¬ 
hausted or embarrassed exchequer, may, indeed, mitigate ihe censure 
due to even a temporary failure to meet the claims of the public credit¬ 
ors, but cannot fully justify the delinquency, much less authorize a dis¬ 
charge from the duty of paying the debts themselves. That obligation 
subsists in undiniinished vigor, amid every vicissitude of national lortunes. 
The debt of the State contracted with its own citizens or with foreign 
creditors, is the debt, not only of the State itself, but of each individual 
citizen, to the full extent of his private property. If he did not himself 
sign and seal the bonds,*his lawful agents did it for him; and hence, not 
only the public property of the State, but the private property of all its 
citizens is, on the principles of universal law and justice, to be regarded 
as sacredly pledged for the payment of the public debts, and liable to 
respond to all lawful demands of the public creditors. 

The committee cannot contemplate with indifference or pass over in 
silence, the long train of evils attendant on a repudiation by a State, of 
her honest debts. To enumerate them in detail, would extend this re¬ 
port far beyond its intended and proper dimensions. The committee 
will, therefore confine themselves to the consideration of those of a 
prominent character, and will, for the sake of brevity and perspicuity 
classify them under two denominations, those which affect the State con¬ 
sidered as a member of the great family of nations, and those which af¬ 
fect it, considered as a political sovereignty owing duties to its own im¬ 
mediate citizens. 

The evils of repudiation, which belong to the former class, are nume¬ 
rous and aggravated. The refusal to recognize her great seal, when 
used by her lawful agents, as the sufficient evidence of her obligation to 
ratify and confirm their acts, strikes the State at once from the sister¬ 
hood of honest nations, and sinks her down to the rank of a culprit, fcn- 
J°ying impunity from merited punishment, only through the dignity 
which she has sullied, and the sovereignty which she has abused. No 
prosecution may be instituted against her at the bar of a criminal court; 
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hut she will be arraigned before a tribunal, far more august and imposing. 
The world itself will be her accuser—the moral sense of mankind will be 
her judge; and posterity will regard, as a beacon and a warning, the ver¬ 
dict of her merited condemnation. 

Repudiation entails upon the citizens of a State, which hay resorted to 
it, a reproach and a shame which follow them, to every land and make 
them feel there, in all its intensity, that memorable curse denounced by 
the prophet of God, against the apostate people of his choice, “ a trem¬ 
bling heart, and falling of eyes, and sorrow of mind.” 

ft weakens the arm of the public defence, by palsying the energy of 
the public will, which is to direct and wield it in the hour of danger. 

It paralyses the enterprise of a Slate by destroying her foreign credit, 
3nd thus exhausting resources which might be made available to stimulate 
the industry, and reward the labor of her citizens. 

It destroys the confidence and respect of other nations for the State, by 
impairing those high muniments of her respectability: her faith and honor. 

It retards the advance of liberal political principles in the world, by 
coupling the idea of republicanism, with that of national perfidy and dis¬ 
honor. 

And finally, repudiation operates as a moral leprosy upon the present, 
and descends a load of shame to future generations, leaving them to doubt, 
whether the value of the legacy of freedom which they have inherited, be 
not more than counterbalanced by the infamy which encircles it. 

When the committee turn from the contemplation of these evils to the 
consideration of those of the second class above alluded to, their attention 
is first arrested by the fact, that the repudiation ol her debts by the State, 
strikes a blow at the foundation of public morals, and becomes a potent 
example to encourage infidelity in the discharge of private obligations 
between man and man. Individuals imitate the vices more readily than 
they practice the virtues of their rulers. History abounds with number¬ 
less illustrations of the influences of public examples on private murals. 
In monarchies the profligacy of the great, corrupts alike the courtier and 
the subject. In despotisms the cruelty of the tyrant is reproduced in the 
sanguinary feuds and remorseless tempers of his vassals. Rut in a govern¬ 
ment like ours, where the whole fabric of the constitution rests upon the 
doctrine of the sovereignty of the people, this reflex action of public ex¬ 
ample on private morals is stimulated into greater power, and its impulses 
are readily and speedily transmitted to the remotest extremities of the body 
politic. Hence, to elevate and purify the standard of private morals, to 
encourage virtue among her citizens, and impart a healthful and vigo¬ 
rous vitality to the public will, the State should preserve a blameless fai^s 
a spotless honor, and an untarnished fame, in the eyes of all her citizens, 
Like Caesar’s wife, she should not only be above reproach, but above 
suspicion. 

Repudiation weakens the domestic authority of a State in the admin¬ 
istration of its municipal code among its citizens. Men submit with re- 
luclance to the control of an authority which holds the scales of 
with a guihy hatid. It is a confidence in the virtue of his govern ^ 11 
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that attaches the citizen to it; am) a reliance on its justice in the protec¬ 
tion of his rights that stimulates him to respect and obey its laws. De¬ 
stroy that confidence by an act of public perfidy, and the strong moral 
ligaments which bind the citizen to the government are sundered; and 
distrust, insubordination, and even rebellion against the authority which 
he has ceased to respect, may ensue. 

Nor can the State, which commits a breach of her plighted faith, avail 
herself of the capital of her citizens in the development of her resour¬ 
ces and the prosecution of her plans of internal improvement. Capital¬ 
ists will refuse to lend their money to a State which has repudiated her 
debts. Thus her domestic credit will perish, and the surplus capital of 
her citizens will seek the channels of private enterprise at home, or find 
a safe investment abroad. 

Repudiation, deliberately adopted, sanctioned and persevered in, by a 
State, will drive numbersof her high minded and honorable citizens from 
her borders. Such an act of public dishonor contaminates the moral at¬ 
mosphere of a State. Men of quick moral sensibilities will seek, in 
other regions, a more congenial place of residence. They will prefer to 
jive and rear their families in a State, where better securities for proper¬ 
ty exist, and where the melancholy spectacle is not exhibited, of a peo¬ 
ple teaching one code of morals in the pulpit and school house, and pro¬ 
mulgating another and widely different one, from the halls of legisla¬ 
tion. 

In a government like ours, repudiation is an act of treason against the 
State, and those who uphold it ought to be regarded as in an attitude of 
open rebellion against tlie laws of' their country. For here the arm ot 
authority is not upheld by force, but derives its vigor from the public 
will and the law, its respectability from the public virtue. Destroy these 
sanctions, and what remains to enforce the establishments of law, to re¬ 
spect the inviolability of contracts, or to guard the dearest rights of the 
citizen ? The substance of the constitution perishes with the fall of the 
pillars which support its fabric, and only its empty forms remain. 

Indeed, the committee believe, that topa free State, repudiation isan evil 
far more terrible than even war with all its aggravated honors. In the 
struggle with a foreign foe, the patriotism of the citizen is stimulated, 
and there are deeds of heroism to adorn the domestic annals. The pilla¬ 
ged city may rise from its ruins, and the desolated plains may smileagain 
beneath the solicitations of patient industry and the favor of benignant 
heaven. But let repudiation come, and the moral desolation which suc¬ 
ceeds, has nothing to mitigate its horrors. For that brightens no page of 
the domestic history of a State, but darkens the annals of her past career, 
and throws a shadow upon the path of her future destiny. Her plighted 
faith and her public honor, once lost, are lost forever. 

To all these evils, add the considerations, that national prosperity and 
injustice can never co-exist among any people, that the sense of humili¬ 
ation and shame, consequent on the fact of being the resident of a State 
delinquent in the discharge ot her pecuniary obligations, will not only 
«drrve many honorable men from the State, but prevent the immigration of 
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a virtuous population from abroad, and that the fruits of repudiation cao 
be but temporary, at best; the enraged moral sense of mankind ensuring 
and compelling a return of the guilty State to the path of duty; and it 
follows that the rashness and danger of repudiation can be equalled only 
by its absurdity and folly. 

Deeply impressed with the number and magnitude of the evils which 
they have detailed above, the committee can but express the belief, that 
the greatest burthens of taxation, imposed to meet the public liabilities 
and to preserve the public faith, are comparatively light and trivia), when 
compared with the vast load 0 / guilt and shame which a State assumes 
in the act of refusing to recognize her public seal as the inviolable guar¬ 
anty of the payment of her public debt. Nor can the committee forbear 
the expression of a fervent wish and an abiding confidence, that a doc¬ 
trine, so fraught with peril, and so pregnant with dishonor, will never 
obtain a sanction in the State of Alabama. She is the State of our choice, 
and we love her too dearly to contemplate, without shuddering and hor¬ 
ror, even in the dim and distant perspective, the prospect of her ultimate 
dishonor, by the refusal to pay her public debts. Nature has given her 
a genial climate and a fertile soil. A thriving and vigorous population 
dwells within her borders. In her mountains there i9 richness, and in 
her vallies there is fatness and abundance. The dawn of her future ispro- 
phelic of greatness and renown. The depression of the price of her 
great staple in the markets of the world, and the failure of her banking 
institutions, have entailed an onerous burthen on her for the present. 
But with resources and a population like hers, it would be madness for 
her legislators to entertain, for a moment, the criminal idea of cancelling 
her debts, by affixing a foul spot upon her hitherto unsullied escutcheon. 
Should they, in a moment of forgetfulness, abandon their duty of main¬ 
taining the public faith inviolate, and preserving the public honor untar¬ 
nished, the majesty of an indignant and virtuous public spirit among 
their constituents, will rebuke the treason and drive the traitors from the 
public counsels. No ! Alabama knows her interest too well not to re¬ 
cognize the inseparable connexion between it and a faithful discharge of 
her duty. She borrowed the money which created her public debt, of 
those who confided in her honor ; her broad seal is affixed to the contract, 
and be the burthen of discharging it, what it may, she is resolved that 
no citizen of hers shall have the finger of indignant scorn pointed at him 
in the thoroughfares of the world, accompanied by the withering taunt— 
THERE GOES THE CITIZEN OF A REPUDIATING STATE ! ! 

Believing that in this report they have embodied an expression of the 
public feeling of the State, on the subject to which it relates, the com 
niittee have instructed me to report the following joint resolution, anc 
recommend its passage ; 

Sec. I. Be it resolvedly the Senate and House of Representative* 
of the Slate of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That Ah’ 
bama recognizes her public seal, when used by her lawful agents, as the 
sufficient evidence of her obligation to ratify, confirm and make g° 0 ^ 
their acts y that with her money and her blood she is prepared to 
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tain it unsullied ; that she utterly abhors, denounces, and condemns the 
policy of repudiating State debt's; and that she will regard any State 
which adopts and perseveres in that policy, as having forfeited her sta¬ 
tion in the sisterhood of States, and as being no longer worthy of her 
confidence and respect. 

Sec. 2. De it further resolved , That his Excellency the Governor, 
be requested to transmit copies of this joint resolution to the Governors 
ot each of the several States, with a request that he will cause the same 
to be laid before the Legislature thereof.

3 . The annual report of the Adjutant General shows, that a larger 
number of arms have been received by the State, than are accounted for, 
previous to the appointment of the present incumbent, and there are no 
returns or vouchers, showing what has become of them. This exhibits 
in strong light, the necessity of more care in the distribution of these 
arms, if not more legislation. 

4 /The public arms are now deposited at Tuscaloosa. The committee 
are impressed with the belief, that safety of the arms, convenience and 
economy, all demand the removal of the arms to the United States 
Arsenal at Mount Vernon. The arms can he kept there at much less 
exnense, and better order. Besides, the arms would be at a much more 
accessible point. Should the arms he wanted in the eastern part of the 
State, it would be necessary to ship from Tuscaloosa, down to the South¬ 
ern part of the Slate, and thence to the east, 'fids would be a circuit¬ 
ous and expensive route. But the point proposed is accessible at all 
times, and the arms could thence be shipped to any required point. It 
is too evident, to need illustration, that if arms are wanted at all, they 
will he in the southern part of the State.

A message from the Governor, by Mr. Mason : 

Mr Speaker—I am instructed by his Excellency the Governor to 
return to the House of Representatives, a bill for the relief of Levi 
Peters and Harriet Peters—together with his objections to the same. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Tuscaloosa, January 28, 1846. 

To the the House of Representatives: 

Gentlemen—After deliberate consideration of the bill entitled ‘‘an 
act for (lie relief of Levi Peters and Harriet Peters/’ I return it to the 
House of Representatives, in which it originated, with my objections 
to it. 

The first section of the bill legalizes the marriage of the persons 
mentioned in the bill. 
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The second section of the bill declares that the said parties, be reliev¬ 
ed from all the pains and penalties heretofore incurred by them, under 
the laws against bigamy and adultery—the first of which offences is 
declared by law to be, a felony, and is punished by confinement in the 
Penitentiary, not less than two years, nor more than five years The 
second offence (adultery) is declared to be a misdemeanor, and punish¬ 
ed by a fine, not less than one hundred dollars, and imprisoned at the 
discretion of the Court, not exceeding six months. 

I am satisfied from an examination of the subject that the legis¬ 
lative department of the Government, has not the power, under the con¬ 
stitution, to pass the bill under consideration. The powers of the 
Government are divided into three distinct departments—the Legisla¬ 
tive—the Executive—and the Judicial—each of which, is confided to a 
separate body of magistracy ; and it is expressly declared by the con¬ 
stitution, that “ no person or collection of persons being of one of those 
departments, shall exercise any power properly belonging to either of 
the others, &c. ?? 

The constitution clearly contemplates, that every offence against the 
laws, shall be investigated by the judicial department of the Govern¬ 
ment—and it secures to the offender, the most careful, deliberate, and 
impartial investigation, before his guilt is declared. 

The constitution invests the Executive department of the Govern¬ 
ment, with authority to relieve the offenders from punishment after 
the guilt has been legally ascertained, and the penalty of the law incur¬ 
red—it makes no provision for a pardon before the conviction—the as¬ 
sumption of such an authority by the legislative department, is un¬ 
warranted by the constitution, and must be followed by the most mis¬ 
chievous consequences. The benefit sought by the framers of the con¬ 
stitution, in the division of the Government into separate and indepen¬ 
dent branches, will be utterly lost—the law-making power will thus 
usurp the functions committed to the Executive and Judicial depart¬ 
ments. 

The policy of the laws with which the bill under consideration dis¬ 
penses, does not arise in this discussion. I may^ remark however, that, 
our code has never been without a provision denouncing a penalty up¬ 
on any one guilty of either of the offences mentioned; and it would be 
a serious reflection upon the community in which we live, to suppose 
itever will. If the laws which punish these offences, are proper to be 
retained upon our statute book, it is equally proper that every individ¬ 
ual of the State should be affected by them alike. If there is any 
ground for the discrimination between these persons, and other citizens 
of the State, it is not stated in the bill. There is no explanation afford¬ 
ed for the immunity granted to them, and denied to the remainder of 
the community. 

I now return the bill to you, and respectfully present to you my ob¬ 
jections to its passage, for your consideration and judgment.

eighteen hundred and forty-two, the Bank agreed with Whitehead, to ex¬ 
tend the time of payment, and to take nine notes for seven thousand, six 
h undred and fifty dollars and nine cents each, to become due, the first in 
eighteen hundred and forty-four, and the last in eighteen hundred and 
liity-two, with interest from date; making the aggregate sixty-eight 
thousand, eight hundred and fifty dollars and eighty-one cents, in dis¬ 
charge of his debt. And to secure the paymeni of these notes at the 
time they n ight fall due, a deed of trust was executed by Whitehead to 
Win. Hawn, as trustee for the I3anK, conveying fifty-one negroes and 
two thousand, four hundred and seventy acres of land, lying in Greene 
county, a carriage and pair of horses, twenty seven-mules, houshold and 
kitchen furniture &c. This deed gives power of sale, as shown by an 
extract hereto attached, which, it is desired, shall constitute a part of this 
report. 

The committee report further, that on the fourteenth of May, eighteen 
hundred and forty-four, the Bank received from him, eight thousand 
dollars in five per cent, bonds, on which there was due at the time, two 
hundred dollars interest, in part payment of the first note. On the 
twenty-fourth of June, eighteen hundred and forty-five another payment 
of eigiit thousand dollars in five per cent, bonds was made, on which 
there was due fifty-three dollars interest. 

Nine of the negroes named in the deed of trust, have died since the mak¬ 
ing thereof, but others have been born, making in all, at the time of the 
compromise, heinafter spoken Gf, still living, filty three, upon which the 
provisions of the deed would operate. The whole of the property 
mentioned in the deed of trust, is not worth exceeding forty-two thousand 
dollars at a high valuation. 

On the fifteenth of January, ofiihe present year, the Bank compromised 
with Whitehead, receiving the property conveyed by the deed, and dis¬ 
charging him from any further liability to the Hank. This debt at that 
time amounted to seventy-three thousand, four hundred and eighty-two 
dollars and thirty cents,-.principal and interest, after deducting the pay¬ 
ments. 

Your committe find from the tax returns in the Comptroller’s office, 
during the year eighteen hundred and forty-five, Whitehead paid taxes, 
in his own name, on three thousand one hundred acres of third class land 
in G reene county, and on seven hundred and thirty-two acres of third 
class land in Sumter county, making in the aggregate, three thousand, 
eight hundred and thirty-two acres—on one hundred and twenty five 
negroes over ten years of age, and forty-three under ten, making one 
hundred and sixty-eight in Greene; and on twenty-four negroes over 
ten, and twenty-seven under ten, making fifty-one, in Sumter county 
—-making in the aggregate two hundred and nineteen; besides a tax on 
pleasure carriage and harness, eight hundred dollars worth of household 
furniture &c. All this property, Whitehead claimed and exercised 
control and magemeni over it. He is said to be in debt to others; but 
to what precise extent, could not be assertained. His debt has been 
uniformly marked (i good” by the members of the Legislature from 
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Greene county, until this session. At this session it is not marked at alf 

Your committee have examined several witnesses from whom no defi¬ 
nite information could be obtained as to the true condition of Whitehead’s 
affairs. His cotton crop annually for the last few years, they are informed 
by one of the witnesses has not been less than four bunded bales. 

The extract of the deed of trust hereto attached, shows that on a fail, 
ure to make payment of either of the notes, the trustee was authorized 
and required to take possession of all the property conveyed thereby, and 
sell at public or private sale, &c. It will be seen from the facts above 
stated, that there was a failure to pay fully the second note, which fell 
due in June of last year. The Bank, or rather the trustee had the un¬ 
questioned right, at the time of the compromise, to take possession of 
of all the property conveyed by the deed, and to sell, &c. 

The board assign as one reason, for the compromise made on the 
fifteenth inst., as is shown by an extract from the minutes, (which is 
hereto attached, and asked to be taken as a part of this report) that 46 said 
debt is one of those old cotton transactions, that gentlemen of legal at- 
tainments have had some doubts of the ultimate recovery.” This 
reason is wholly untenable. It is shown above, that in eighteen hundred 
and forty-two, a compromise between the Bank and WhUehead, was 
made about these ‘‘cotton transactions;” after all the facts and circum¬ 
stances connected therewith, had been ascertained and were known to 
both parties, and new notes given. The veriest tyro in the law could 
have no doubt after that, of a recovery on the notes in a legal point of 
view. 

It will be seen also, that by the recent compromise, the Bank has re¬ 
ceived no more property than that secured by the deed ; to the posses¬ 
sion and sale of which, at the time of said compromise, it had an un¬ 
questionable right through the trustees—yet Whitehead is discharged 
from ail further liability on ihe delivery of the property to the trustee. 

With these facts before them, your committee say that the board had 
no power or authority under the existing law to make any compromise 
whatever with Whitehead—his debt not being clasaed as “ doubtful” and 
they cannot resist the conclusion that the board has acted without due 
regard to the law, and contrary to the interest of the Bank. Whitehead 
is discharged from the payment of a debt of seventy-three thousand, four 
hundred and eighty two dollars and thirty cents, on receiving the 
property secured in the deed, worth not exceeding forty-two thousand 
dollars, there by losing to the Bank, thirty-one thosand, four hundred 
and eighty-two dollars and thirty cents; whilst Whitehead has in posses¬ 
sion two hundred and nineteen negroes, near four thousand acres of 
and making annually four hundred bales of cotton. 

Your committee have thought it proper to submit ail the facts connect¬ 
ed with this transaction, which they have been able to elicit after a strict 

investigation.

That said Board of Commissioners of common schools, shall 
hold their appointment lor the space of five years. 

5th. It shall be the duty of said Board of Commissioners of common 
schools, immediately after their appointment, to select a suitable person 
of the highest moral and religious character, education and integrity, 
who shall act as the agent of schools and school lands, and who shall 
receive as a compensation the sum of two thousand dollars, and who 
shall take his orfice on the condition of resigning the same whenever 
the Board of Commissioners of schools shall determine that the inter¬ 
est of the schools requires a change in said office. 

6th. Immediately alter the passage of the act, it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioners of sixteenth sections to furnish to the Board ol 
Commissioners contemplated by this act, a full statement of the condi¬ 
tion of the school lands and school funds in the several townships. 

7th. The school lands and the school funds of the several townships 
in this State, are, in perpetuity, hereby vested iu the said Board of 
Commissioners, to and for the uses and purposes of a common school 
fund, to b e appropriated as hereafter directed. 

8th. The proceeds of sales, leases, and rents of school lands in 
several townships, as collected, shall be paid over to the Treasurer o 
the State, and as well as the amount of money now to the credit o 
said fund in the several Banks, shall be by him passed to the credit 0 
the common school fund. 

9th. Out of the proceeds collected under any statute 
Legislature, for the raising of revenue in this State, there

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be deducted the sum of ten per cent., which shall also be annually car¬ 
ried to the credit of the said common school fund. 

10th. As soon as may be after the passage of this act, the Treasurer 
of the State shall issue to the Board of Commissioners certificates of 
State stock, for the amount of money at such time to the credit of said 
fund; and annually thereafter continue to issue such certificates for any 
moneys accruing to the credit of said fund; which stock, until otherwise 
directed by the Legislature, shall bear an annual interest of six per 
cent.; and for the payment of which interest annually, forever, the faith 
and credit of the State are solemnly pledged. 

11th. The said moneys so forming the said common school fund, shall 
be, from time to time, so disposed of, as the Legislature shall direct, not 
inconsistent with the prompt payment of the interest aforesaid. 

12th. At the beginning of each year, to which the treasurer shall, 
under this act, make up his accounts, the interest, at the rate afore¬ 
said, for the time being established by law, shall be paid by the 
tresurer to the checks of the said Commissioners; who shall proceed, 
through the agents aforesaid, to establish a common school—first, in 
each county ill this State, and successively in each township, as the 
funds will authorize, having due regard in the gradual establishment of 
said school to the wants of the several counties with respect to schools, 
and giving a preference to those sections of country where there are 
the largest number of poor children uneducated, which school shall be 
formed under the restrictions hereafter stated, namely— 

I. Teachers shall be selected at the lowest price, having due regard 
to their competence to teach, and their moral habits. 

II. Such schools shall be located in the centre, as near as maybe, of 
the population of the county or township. 

III. In receiving scholars into said schools a preference shall be giv¬ 
en to the children of persons, who are not able pecuniarily to educate 
their children. 

IV. In each township, there shall be a school of two branches to be 
kept separate, one for male, and one for female children. 

V. In such schools, shall he taught reading, writing, mathematics, 
plain arithmetic, English grammar, geography, chemistry, surveying 
and mechanics, the class books for which shall be selected by the said 
board. 

13th. In each county in this State, the Governor shall annually ap¬ 
point a proper persou, who shall examine and report to the Legisla¬ 
ture, the condition of the several schools of the particular county. 

14th. The said board shall, in all things, pertaining to the business 
and affairs of the said schools, have authority to sue and be subject to 
suit, under the name of “the Commissioners of Common Schools ” 

15th. Suitable buildings, at an expense not exceeding for each, two 
hundred dollars, shall be erected, as soon as may be, in each township 
®f this State: Provided , that the inhabitants of said townships shall

cruelty, or other unworthy deportment; to the attention of the children 
at school, and their kind treatment, and proper regulation and insiruc- 
tion, while there—-to search up children in the neighborhood, and use 
exertions to have them sent to school, and generally to perform all acts 
necessary for the attainment of whatever may be essential for the gen. 
eral and proper education, and kind and regular treatment of the chil- 
dren of the State.

her, free of any charge whatever for tuition. 

17th. Any parent who is able pecuniarily to pay for tuition,or an;

Mr. Moore (Mr. Prince in the chair) moved to amend by substitute as 
follows: 

“ That hereafter, in addition to the amount of taxes now authorized to 
be levied and collected by law, there shall be assessed and collected by 
the several assessors and tax collectors of this Slate, ten per centum on 
the present State tax, on all articles subject to taxation, except on slaves 
of nonresidents and traders of slaves. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be assessed and collected on all slaves in this 
State, the property of nonresidents, over ten and under fifty years of age ) 
a tax of two dollars each, and on those under ten, a tax of one dollar each. 

Sec. 3. That every slave merchant, trader, dealer or broker, dealing 
in slaves, before he shall be authorized to make sale of any slave in any 
county of this State, shall procure from the clerk of the County Court of 
said county, a license, for which he .shall pay five dollars on each slave, 
which may be offered for sale by him; and if any such merchant, dealer, 
trader or broker, shall sell any slave without having first procured a li¬ 
cense, as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of three hundred dol¬ 
lars, on indictment and conviction therefor, in the Circuit Court of the 
county, where such slave was sold. 

Sec. 4. That on all steamboats navigating the Alabama, Tombeckbee, 
Black Warrior and Tennessee rivers, in this State, a tax of twenty-five 


cents on every hundred dollars value thereof, shall be levied and collect¬ 
ed; and the assessors in Mobile, Lauderdale and Morgan counties, shall 
assess, collect and pay over said tax to the tax collectors of said counties, 
between the fifteenth day of February and the first day of May next, and 
between the fifteenth day of January and the first day of May in each and 
every year thereafter. 

Sec. 5. That ev ery hundred dollars of the gross income of any manu¬ 
facturing company, incorporated by the aut horities of this State, the sum 
of one fourth of one per centum shall be levied and collected; and if the 
president, or any other legal officer of said companies, shall fail or refuse 
to give in the amount of the income of said companies to the assessor as 
now provided by law, it shall be the duly of the assessor to assess the 
sum of two thousand dollars against such company; which shall be col¬ 
lected by the tax collector of the county, where said manufactory is lo¬ 
cated and paid over as other taxes. 

Sec. 6. That the owners and keepers of all saw and grist mills in this 
State, shall pay annually on the gross amount of their income Irom such 
mills, over and above five hundred dollars, one-fourth of one per centum 
for every hundred dollars worth of such income; and on refusal or failure 
to give in said income, the assessor shall assess the tax created by this 
section at five hundred dollars, and the tax collector shall collect and 


pay over the same as other taxes are collected and paid over. 

Sec. 7. That upon every hundred dollars of the gross income of every 
tan yard, cabinet shop, iron foundry, blast furnace, forge, carriage making 
shop, gin making shop, wagon making shop, marble quarries, rail roads, 
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toll bridges and ferries, there shall be levied and collected one-fourth of 
one per centum upon every hundred dollars value thereof; and upon fail¬ 
ure or refusal to give in said income the assessor shall assess the tax 
created by this section, at five hundred dollars; and the tax collector 
shall collect and account for the same as other taxes are accounted for. 

Sec. 8. That the provisions of this act shall not take effect before the 
first day of May next, except the provisions of the fourth section, which 
shall take effect as therein provided for.

House met pursuant to adjournment. 

The amendment of the Senate to the bill for the relief of Moses Camp¬ 
bell, tax collector of M aeon county, for eighteen hundred and lortyTour, 
was concurred in. 

The House concurred in the amendment of the Senate to the bill con¬ 
solidating the offices of assessor and tax collector in Fayette county, ami 
for other purposes. 

The bill from the Senate for the relief of Montgomery Carleton, 
collector for the county of Sumter, was read the first, second, and third 
times and passed. 

1 he bill from the Senate to allow discontinuances as to joint defend* 
ants not served, and for other purposes, was read the fir*t, second, 
third times and passed. 

The House concurred in the amendments of the Senate to the bill to 
lease out the Penitentiary. 
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The joint resolution from the Senate for the relief of the late Tennes¬ 
see Canal Commissioners, was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Norman introduced a bill to form a new company beat in Frank¬ 
lin county; which was read the first, second, and third times forthwith 
and passed. 

Mr. Norman also introduced a bill for the relief of Michael Gorman, 
of Franklin county ; which was read the first, second, and third times 
and passed. 

The bill from the Senate making appropriations for the payment of 
certain claims against the State, was read the third time and passed. 

Mr. Browne offered a joint memorial of the General Assembly of the 
State of Alabama, to the Congress of the United States, on the subject 
of deepe ning the channel of Mobile bay, and opening the Iberville river ; 
which was read and adopted. 

Mr. Bowdon, from the judiciary committee, to whom wa3 referred the 
bill to levy an additional tax upon the slaves of non residents, made the 
following report: 

The committee on the judiciary, to whom was referred the bill to levy 
an additional tax upon the slaves of non-residents, have had the same 
under consideration, and have instructed me to report the bill back with¬ 
out amendment and to recommend its passage. 

The bill proposes to discriminate in the imposition of taxes upon the 
slaves of residents and non-residents. This discrimination is demanded 
by considerations of justice and public policy; and as the committee be¬ 
lieve, infringes neither the provisions of the Federal or State constitu¬ 
tions. It is conceded that the Legislature cannot in their imposition of 
taxes, discriminate between persons of the >ame class ; but we contend 
that it is competent for the law making power to distinguish between 
persons of different clashes, and that this power has been uniformly exer¬ 
cised. Our existing tax bill abounds with evidences of the truth of this 
position. The professional man pays the tax generally imposed upon 
property to the extent of his possessions, and in addition thereto an in¬ 
come tax. The transient merchant must pay twenty dollars for the priv¬ 
ilege of vending goods in any county in this State, whilst the stationary 
merchant is subject to a different regulation. This discrimination be¬ 
tween classes has uniformly been made by the States in reference to resi¬ 
dent citizens. Now the question arises, can we in this, or in any re¬ 
spect distinguish between the rights and liabilities of residents und non¬ 
residents? They may certainly be regarded as two classes of persons. 
The seeming objection to the bill grows out of the provision of the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution which is as follows : 

“The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all the privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several States.” Does this clause confer 
this equality on the citizen whilst he resides in, or out of the Slate in 
which he desires to enjoy these privileges and immunities ? Our answer 
to this question, which may remove any doubt which may exist as to the 
constitutionality of the bill referred to us—it is evident that one who 
asserts his constitutional immunities and privileges, making him equal iQ 
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all respects to other citizens must hare reference to the Stale in whi H 
he resides. For it is incontrovertible that a citizen of Georgia can m 
exercise all the rights of a citizen of Alabama—for example, he cannot 
hold an office here or vote, or serve on juries, or even bring a suit with 
out giving security for costs—are these disabilities in conflict with the 
Constitution of the United States? Certainly not. | Under what circum¬ 
stances, then is a citizen of one Slate entitled to all the privileges and im- 
munities of the citizens in other States—in other words, under what cir¬ 
cumstances can a citizen of Georgia exercise all the rights of a citizen of 
Alabama ? Only when he becomes a citizen of Alabama. The clause 
above quoted, confers a general citizenship on the citizens of the several 
States, and communicates to them all the privileges and immunities which 
the citizens of the same State would be entitled to under like circumstan¬ 
ces.— [3 Story’s Commentaries on the Constitution of the United States 
page 674, and 675,—33,1800.] 

Is a non -resident similarly situated with the citizens of Alabama in 
reference to the negro population or in other respects ?—Every one must 
give a negative answer to this question. Our citizens are subject to all 
the damages and inconveniences of a dense negro population, whilst a 
non-resident is free from them—our citizens perform patrol duties, work 
on the roads, serve on juries, and pay a poll tax, whilst non-residents 
are exempt from the performance of these duties. This obvious differ¬ 
ence in the positions of citizens of this, and of other States, is a sufficient 
vindication of the exercise of the power in question. But we find a full 
warrant for the discrimination embodied in the bill, in our indisputed 
right to enforce police regulations. In some portions of our State, slaves 
iiave accumulated in large numbers, whilst the white population has re¬ 
ceded—this growing inequality should be checked, and the passage of 
thisacco.i panying bill may have that effect. The citizens of other States 
have a right to purchase lands here, and whilst unrestricted may send 
negroes also. T his process might be continued to such an extent as to 
vanish the greater portion of the white population from some sectionsof 
the State, thereby subjecting us to all the damages and inconveniences of 
an almost exclusive negro population. Such an unrestricted power over 
our destiny, cannot be conceded to persons living beyond our borders. 
A principle decisive of this question was raised and decided—viz: The 
Supreme Court of the United States in the celebrated case of Groves, etal. 
v Slaughter, in 15th Peter’s, page 508, and 509—wherein it was determin¬ 
ed upon the arguments of the ablest lawyers and most distinguished 
statesmen in the Union, that the power over slaves belong to the Stales 
respectively—it is local in its character and its effects—each State has a 
right to protect itself against the avarice and intrusion of the slave dealer— 
t° guard its citizens against the inconvenience and dangers of slave pop¬ 
ulation. The right to exercise this power is higher and deeper than the 
constitution —the evil involves property, and may endanger the existence 
of a State. Its power to guard against, or to remedy the evil, rests upon 
a principle of self preservation—a law vital to every community, and espe¬ 
cially to a sovereign State. 
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These views have induced ihe committee to recommend the passage 
of the bill.

The bill to levy an additional tax upon the slaves of non-residents, was 
read the third time and passfd. 

Mr. Bowdon, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
bill to provide for the dispatch of business in the Supreme Court of Ala¬ 
bama, reported, that he had been instructed by a majority of the commit¬ 
tee, to amend the bill by striking out the words u first Monday in De¬ 
cember,” and inserting in lieu thereof, “ »he second Monday in Decem¬ 
ber,and to report the bill back as amended and recommend its passage. 

The committee are satisfied from the communication of the Judges of 
the Supreme Court and from other reliable sources, that the present num¬ 
ber of Judges are unable to perform the duties imposed on them, either 
with con venience or dispatch. 

The Supreme Court is vested by law with extensive power—having 
appellate and final jurisdiction over all subordinate tribunals. Most of 
the important suits tried in either of the inferior Courts, are finally dis¬ 
posed of by the Supreme Court. The consequence is, that the business is 
frequently held up for six or twelve months, even when the Judges labor 
in term time or vacation. The committee are satisfied that an additional 
Judge is required both by considerations of economy and public justice.

They further believe, that the lees 
proposed by the bill are very inadequate to the services to be performed* 
and that the desire to reduce fees has its origin rather in the fact, that the 
present law is not observed in some instances, than from the amount of 
compensation allowed. The Orphans’ Court is a very useful and impou 
tant por tion of our judicial system, and should not be placed under the 
control of individuals incapable of performing its duties.

Mr. Hill of Chambers, submitted the following protest: 

The undersigned, disagreeing with a majority of the House in re¬ 
gard to a portion of the joint resolutions in relation to the line of boun¬ 
dary between the States of Georgia and Alabama, and being in conse¬ 
quence compelled to vote against the joint resolutions, avails himself of 
his constitutional privilege to spread his protest on the journals, setting 
forth his reasons therefor. 

In order to retain friendly relations between neighboring nations, a 
proper respect must aiways be shown for their rights; and courteous 
language used whenever reference is made to each other by their res¬ 
pective constituted authorities—much more is this course necessary, to 
continue the amity and good feeling between our sisterhood of States, 
independent sovereignties, as they are, constituting our great confede¬ 
racy. 

The language of the second and third of the resolutions above refer- 
red to, conflicts, in the opinion of the undersigned, with this principle; 
and it is conceived that the State of Georgia might well take offence at 
its terms;—not only this, but, as if the Slate of Georgia had refused to 
give heed to our complaints, when in truth, application has never been 
made to her, for a redress of our supposed wrongs. The Governor of 
this State is authorized to take measures to defend the rights of our 
citizens, when this Legislature cannot and does not officially know that 
the State of Georgia would not grant all that is asked, on a correct rep¬ 
resentation of all the circumstances to her proper authorities. 

Again, the undersigned holds it bad policy in a State to recognize 
any distinction between her citizens, so as to tax one for the benefit of 
another. According to the statements made in the House in reference 
to this case, certain citizens of Alabama have been disturbed in the 
possession of their lands in this State, by certain citizens of Georgia— 
the contest, therefore, if any, should be between the citizens of the two 
States, and not the States themselves; and it would consequently be un¬ 
just to all the other citizens of this State, for this State to payout of her 
treasury, the expenses of the private law suits of any particular citizen 
or citizens, whose rights it is alledged are infringed. If any of the citi¬ 
zens of Alabama are injured by any of the citizens of Georgia, the 
Courts of law are open to them, and from these Courts they can obtain 
redress for all their grievances; and it is conceived that the Legislature 
are going too far, when they require the Governor to employ and pay 
counsel out of the State treasury. I cannot consent to tax one citizen 
of this State against his will, to prosecute or defend the private lawsuits 
of any of her citizens, as provided for in the third resolution. 

The undersigned desires it to be distinctly understood, that he recog¬ 
nizes in its fullest extent, and was ready to assert in a proper manner, 
the rights of Alabama, to exercise exclusive jurisdictipn over the lands 
west of the Chattahoochie river, to the common qsqallow water mark, 
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(it could not be high water mark, because that would be an indefinable 
line,) between the points named in said resolutions: and was ready and 

would have been pleased to vote for resolutions claiming that right-_ 

but for the reasons above stated, he was compelled to vote against the 
aforesaid joint resolutions.

4th. Upon the death of the husband leaving a wife who has a separate 
estate, as provided (or in this act, and such separate estate shall be equal 
in value to the share such wife would have in her husband’s estate as 
dower, and for her distributive share under existing laws, then such wife 
shall receive no part or portion of her husband’s estate, either as dower 
or otherwise; but if such separate estate does not equal in value the in¬ 
terest she would have under existing laws, in her husband’s estate, then 
she shall receive as dower or otherwise, so much as with said separate 
estate will tqual what under existing laws she would leceive from her 
said husband’s estate.

eighteen hundred and forty-four, carried into the account for the year, 
eighteen hundred and forty five. 

The report made on the first October, eighteen hundred and forty- 
five shows, that there was received and charged for work done in the 
shops of the prison, from first October, eighteen hundred and forty- 
four, to first October, eighteen hundred and forty-five, the sum of twen¬ 
ty three thousand, four hundred and seventy-nine dollars and thirty- 
four cents. How much of this sum was received in cash, and how 
much charged, cannot be ascertained by the vouchers or documents, 
further than by relerence to the statement of the financial operations 
of the prison in the report of eighteen hundred and forty five.

The committee have also been informed, and are inclined to the be¬ 
lief, that in many instances, transactions which are denominated barter¬ 
ing, have taken place to the injury of the State, It seems that the 
Warden has paid certain debts due to individuals by manufactured 
articles, and charged the State with the debt thus paid, without credit¬ 
ing her with the articles thus bartered. And also has exchanged for 
articles necessary for the prison, manufactured articles, and has charg¬ 
ed for the articles obtained, without crediting her with the articles ex¬ 
changed. 

It seems to your committee, that justice to the State, as well as to 
the Warden, requires a further and more careful investigation of this 
subject. And they therefore report joint resolutions, which are here¬ 
with submitted.

The committee are 
satisfied that the memorial has proceeded from men who teel themselves 
aggrieved in their calling, and whose high dense of hdmor is justly offend- 
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ed at the fact that public convicts are forced into their ranks by the on- 
eraiion of our present system of Penitentiary punishment. No class of 
citizens are more eminently entitled to the protection of the Legislature 
and the reg »rd of their fellow citizens, and from none ought the pollution 
complained of, be more sedulously diverted. The State is justly proud 
of the high character for patriotism, probity and morals of those of her 
citizens who are engaged in the arts and in manufactures. The commit¬ 
tee however have been unable to agree upon any system by which the 
evil complained of, would be obviated. The diversity of opinion pre¬ 
vailing as well in the community as in the Legislature on the whole sub¬ 
ject of Penitentiary labor and employment, and the occupation most ben¬ 
eficial both for the State, the community, and the convict, present an in¬ 
superable obstacle to the useful action either of the committee, or the 
Legisla’ure at its present session, in regard to the matters embraced in 
the memorial. 

The committee therefore pray to be discharged from the further con¬ 
sideration of the subject.
